BALMACEDA’S FLIGHT, 


Vain Efforts of the Fugitive to Escape 
His Doom. 


[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Vatrararso, Chile, Sept. 19.—The route 
taken by Balmaceda after the disastrous bat- 
tle near Valparaiso and the surrender of 
Santiago on Aug. 29, was learned today. 
In company with ex-Alcalde Victor Echauren 
Balmaceda took a carriage and drove to a 
point two miles outside the city. Here a special 
train of one car and a locomotive was in wait- 
ing. Balmaceda disguised himself with a 
heavy Spanish cloak. He was recognized, 
however, by the driver of the carriage, & 
Scotchman named Gilmore. The train went 
at high speed as far as Lindevos, forty-five 


riages were in waiting. Hurriedly alighting 
from the train the fugitives entered the 
carriages and were again driven rapidiy away. 
The route was toward San Antonio Bay. All 
trace of the fugitives was, however, lost. 
Police from Santiago learned of the route 
then and searched for the carriages. They 
were unsuccessful, but a detective who -was 
engaged on the case says that Sept. 2 the 
carmages were traced to the outskirts of 
Santiago. 

Rumors About His Movements. 

Since the fall of Valparaiso and the surren. 
der of Santiago there have been many rumors 
about the movements of Balmaceda. It was 
at first believed he had escaped from the cap- 
ital and made his way to the mountains. 
Most people thought he had made his way 
through one of the mountain passes, and that 
he would be next heard from in the Argentine 
Republic. 

There was another rumor that the defeated 

and deposed President had gone by speciai 
train to Talcuhuand, where he was expected 
to embark onthe Imperiale and escape to 
some friendly nation. This report proved to 
be without foundation and investigation also 
showed thatit was not possible for him to 
have escaped through the snow-blocked passes 
in the mountains to the Argentine 
Republic. The government and every 
one else became convinced that the 
ex-President was still in Chile. And then there 
seemed to be a general belief that he had 
sought refuge in a monastery, and all in which 
it was supposed he might be concealed were 
searched. . 
Reported Escape on the San Francisco. 
Thete was at one time a very general im- 
pression that he had escaped on one of the 
foreign warships. Just before the San Fran- 
cisco sailed last Monday Tun Trisunz cor- 
respondent was informed bya gentleman in 
whom he had confidence, and who had on other 
occasions given him important information, 
which had afterward been officially confirmed, 
that Balmaceda had been smuggled on board 
the warship and would soon be safely at sea. 
It was too late to go on board the San Fran- 
cisco and made personal inquiries. The ves- 
sel was just getting ready to weigh anchor. 
But the story told of Balmaceda’s alleged dis- 
guiss as a drunken sailor in a uniform said 
to have been furnished by Admiral Brown 
was so circumstantial and seemed so plausible 
that it was fully believed. 
Unfortunately for the now dead ex-Presi- 
dent he did not escape on board the San Fran- 
cisco, but despairing of his ability to get away 
and fearing the vengeance of his ememies 
took his own life today.

HE HAD A STORMY CAREER, 


From Being the Adored Son of Chile He 
Became the Most Hated Man in the Country. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ! 

Varpraraiso, Chile, Sept. 19.—Balmaceda’s 
stormy life, which was brought to an end to- 
day, began in Santiago fifty-one years ago. 
José Manual Balmaceda was the dead usurp- 
er’s full name. He came of an ancient fam- 
ily, rich, well known, and of high standing in 
Chilean affairs. It was the intention of 
his family that he should become a priest. But 
the young man had other ideas himself, 
His youth is. described as turbulent and 
full of action and as soon as his academic 
studies were completed he plunged into poli- 
tics. By the time he was 28 years old young 
Balmaceda was known throughout Chile as a 
coming man. He was elected a Deputy to the 
Chilean Congress and took a prominent part 
in all the debates. There was no denying his 
strong native furce of character and exc ollent 
ability. He was the best debater in Cougress 
and a natural leader of men. He served five 
terms as Deputy with credit to himself and 
his city. His ambition was recognized. Peo- 
ple generally admitted that he would one day 

be President. 
In Congress Balmaceda was the champion

Commissioner Will Not Recall His 
Order Uniess by Instruction of the 
Councll—The fitinois Central and Amer- 
jean Express Companies Also Ordered 
Of Manicipal, Preperty—Inwardness of 
That Biue Island Raliroad Ordinance— 
Alleged Rock Island Purchase, 


That notice to vacate which Commissioner 
Aldrich served on the Baltimore and Ohio 
company Friday had the effect of waking up 
the officials of that corporation. They are 
not quite ready to move -out at a five days’ 
notice. ‘They have not yet quite perfected 
theic arrangements with the Northern Pacific 
company. The terms of the agreement have 
been reduced to writing, but the signatures 
have not been attached. The company wants 
to come into the city over the Illinois Central 
route until its other route has been definitely 
obtained and its mghts thereto guaranteed. 

Representatives of the company called on 
Commissioner Aldrich yesterday. They frank- 
ly @dmitted that they expected a notice to 
vacate. But they hardly expected that tho 
notice would be so brief ana leave so little 
time to move out. They urged Mr. Aldrich to 
extend the time until they should make new 
arrangements. Mr. Aldrich said he could 
not recall his order and that he would act on 
it unless the Council intervened. The notice 
was in fact delayed too long and the Council 
had been urgent for speedier action. But 
perhaps the representatives of the railroad 
company could induce the Council to pass a 
stay order. Mr. Aldrich advised the com- 
pany’s representatives to address themselves 
to the Aldermen. This advice will doubticss 
be taken, and it is considered probable that a 
stay order will be introduced next Monday 
evening. 

One of the representatives of the road said 

yesterday: J have no doubt the Council will 
give us reasonable time. We don't want to 
stay long. The negotiations with the North- 
ern Pacific are almost completed. There is 
always delay about such matters. Boards of 
directors, engineera, and attorneys have to be 
consulted. Changes in the terms of the agree- 
ment have to be made here and there, Per- 
haps the agreement has to be rewritten. It is 
rather unfair to jump on us pending those 
negotiations. We are paying rent to the city. 
We have used the ground for seventeen years. 
We can use it a couple of weeks longer with- 
out serious injustice to the city. I assure you 
we are most desirous to enter the city by a 
new line—or at least by another line other 
than the one we have been using. Had the 
Council passed the Northern Pacific ordinance 
as it now stands before the vacation we would 
—— have completed our contract with 
the Northern Pacific company, and the rails 
on the new line would now be down and we 
would be running our trains over them. 
Sure to Agree, 

, no! There is no reason to fear that 
the negotiations will fall through,“ said this 
representative in reply to a question. The 
terms offered by the Baltimore and Ohio com- 
pany are quite liberal. The Northern Pacific 
company has in fact indicated acceptance and 
well it may. When the terms ( the agree- 
ment are understood it will be found that the 
Northern Pacific company has made a good 
thing out of its new ordinance, and its stock 
will mount up to par or nearly so. The Balti- 
more and Ohio company will pay a handsome 
rental for the privileges which itseeks. But 
at the same time the Baltimore and Ohio can 
afford to doso. Its traffic facilities will be 
| quadrupled. It will be no longer subjected to 
the strait-jacket restrictions of the Illinois 
Central company. It will have an accessible 
depot and an unobstructed track.“ 

„When do you think the negotiations will 
be fully completed? the representative was 
asked. 

Woll, I should say within two weeks, very 
likely within the next week. But then it will 
take some time longer to lay the track and to 
make the connections at Whiting or at South 
Chicago. We ought to get a month’s further 
time, but we will not stipulate any term in 
our request to the Council. We will ask for a 
reasonable time and we are confident that 
that will be granted to us.” 

Lou speak of connections at Whiting or 
at South Chicago?”’ 

“Yes. We can connect at Whiting by 
means of the Calumet Terminal, which we can 
control. We can connect at South Chicago 
by means of the Rock Island cut-off. The 
South Chicago connection would be pre- 
ferable, because we do not care to abandon at 
any time our track from Whiting to South 
Chicago. Along that line we can develop 
considerable suburban traffic.“ 

Then it is the intention of the Baltimore 
and Ohio company to go into the suburban 
traffic business? 

“ Undoubtedly. We want todo so for two 
reasons. To keep faith with the property- 
owners from whom we acquired the right of 
way and because we believe the suburban 
business can be made profitable. Along the 
line from South Chicago there is much room 
for development. It touches on the finest 
piece of high ground in Cook County, Stony 
Island, where a small city of healthy homes 
can be established. No other line is within 
reasonable distance, 


Will Develop Contiguous Territory. 


“Then, all along the route there are now 
little knots of houses. Their number will 
be doubled, may quadrupled, if our line 
runs that way. I am sure the people 
of Chicago will yet appreciate what this line 
will do in building up the territory between 
South Chicago and South Englewood especial- 
ly. Besides, the road runs through another 
tract of unsettled country between Forest Hill 
and Brighton which will be greatly benefited. 
I don’t claim that we go into this business 
through motives of philanthropy. But what 
we do, whatever our motives, will be to the ad- 
vantage of the city. That being so we expect 
the Council to treat us fairly.“ 

The same man quoted said the question of 
the Baltimore and Ohio’s right of way to the 
World’s Fair grounds had not been wholly 
settled yet. Attorney Mann, who is acting as 
agent for Eastern parties, bars the way. The 
World’s Fair people are hopeful, however, 
that an agreement will be reached at an early 
date. When it is the Counvil will be asked to 
pass an ordinance authorizing the laying of 
the tracks. 


It appears that the Baltimore and Ohio com- 
pany is not the only railroad corporation 
warned to cease trespassing on the city’s Lake- 
Front property. The Illinois Central com- 
pany and the American Express company 
have also been told to vacate. The Lllinois 
Central has several side and switch tracks on 
city property. They were laid without per- 
mission of the Council many years ago, and 
they have been used without compensation to 
the city ever since. The Illinois Central of- 
ficials were around to see Mr. Aldrich yester- 
day. They wanted alittle further time than 
five days, but, as he informed the Baltimore 
and Ohio people, Mr. Aldrich said he was 
powerless to grant an extension of time. He 
told them they would have to appeal to the 
Council, Rather than do this, it is said, the 
com pany will take up the tracks.

twos WILLIAM I. SCOTT DEAD. 


THE EX-CONGRESSMAN PASSES AWAY 
Ar NEWPORT, x. I. 


From a Page at the National Capitol He 
Became One of the Wealthiest Men in 
the United States and a Power in Penn- 
sylvania Politics—Sketch of His Event- 
ful and Successful Life—Interested in 
Coal Mining, Shipping and Railroad- 
ing. 

Nzwporr, R. I.. Sept. 0.—[ Special. — Ex- 
Representative William Scott of Erie died at 
midnight. The body will be sent to Erie, 
Pa., by special train 
tomorrow for inter- 
ment. He had grown 
worse during the last 
day or two, and ut 11 
o’clock last night he 
was 80 low that the at- 
tending physicians de- 
cided to remain by his 
bedside all night. As 
it was the first time 
that this precaution 
was taken, it was feared 
by the family and in- 
quiring friends that the end was near, and at 
midnight he passed off quietly. Mr. Scott 
was brought heré some days ago, and the 
change at first was thought to have benefited 
him. An unfortunate turn in his disease took 
place Thursday, however, and it was n 
to recall Dr. Pepper, who had been attending 
him but had gone away for a few days. Dr. 
Pepper immediately returned from Philadel- 
phia, but it was too late, as Mr. Scott's dis- 
ease was accompanied by a complication of 
the throat, and all that could be done was to 
ease the last days of the dying man. 


From a page in Congress William Lawrence 
Scott grew to be the richest member of the House 
of Representatives and a politician of nationa- 
reputation and importance. But that was per 
haps the least of his achievements. At one time 
he peddled fish for a livelihood, and many of those 
who bought of him lived to see him become what 
itis the fashion to call a great railroad and coal 
1 — 5 taking rank with the Goulds and Vander 

The Congressional page of 1846 had a pay-roll 
forty years later with the names of 10,000 men on 
it and 22,000 miles of railroad under his control. 
In the political councils of his party his name 
was as potent as it was in the great exchanges 
and marts of finance and of trade. 

When William L. Scott was born in the City of 
Washington July 2, 1828, his father held the rank 
of Colonel in the army. Both parents died when 
he was a mero lad, leaving to him poverty as his 
only inheritance. Some relatives took charge of 
him and sent him to the public schools of the dis- 
trict, and at the age of 12 he was made a page in 
the House of Representatives. He held this posi- 
tion three Congressos. 

It is a curious coincidence that while Scott was 
a page in the House Arthur P.Gorman was a page 
in the Senate—where he now sits—from 184 to 
1846. Among the members who took an interest 
in little Page Scott was Charles M. Reed, 
from the Erie district in Pennsylvania. 
He was engaged in navigation on the 
lakes, and when the last session of the Twenty- 
eighth Congress came to an end he invited Scott, 
then nearly 19 years*old, to go with him to Erie. 
The orphan boy had no better offer from any 
quarter and he went, becoming a shipping clerk 
on the wharves the title to a large portion of 
which now stands in his name.

His 
wife, the sisterof Frank D. Tracy, who was at 
one time a prominent member of the 
Stock Exchange of New York, brought him con- 
siderable property and, what was more valuable 
still, a line of business associates that materially 
helped him in his numerous enterprises. Mr. 
Tracy at the time of his death was the President 
of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad, 
in which he was a large stockholder. 

Among the great corporations in which he was 
largely interested at one time or another was the 
Brazil Block Coal company, which owned 
valuable railroad property in and around 
Chicago. He had coal mines in West- 
ern Pennsylvania, in Indiana, in West 
Virginia, in Illinois and other States; in fact, he 
may be said to have been the largest individual 
coal operator in the country, which means the 
whole world. 

He has held the Presidency of the Erie 
and Pittsburg railroad and was one of 
directors 


down- 
ward. He owned a controlling interest in the 
Spring Valley Mining company, one of the 
wealthiest in the country, and in addition there 
were 40,000 acres of coal land in Western Illinois, 
the ownership of which was vested largely in him. 
Altogether his possessions of all kinds are esti- 
mated to be worth from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000, 

His Record in Politics. 

Mr. Scott first became prominent in national 
politics as far back as 1868, when he was a district 
delegate to the National Democratic Convention 
in New York City, which nominated Mr. 
Seymour to the Presidency. Previous to 
that, however, his townsmen of Erie had 
given him several marks of their confidence. 
They made him Mayor of the city, for instance, 
in 1866, and again in 1871. He was a delegate at 
large from Pennsylvania to the Democratic Na- 
tional covention of 1880, and has represented his 
State in the Democratic National committee 
since 1876. 
Mr. Scott was elected to the Forty-ninth Con- 
gress as a Democrat from the Erie district. This 
district was a Republican stronghold, and the 
contest was a hard one. He was supported, how- 
ever, by a large number of Independent 
Republicans, and his close identification 
with the trade and commerce of the city 
gat on undoubtedly an advantage over hiscom- 
peti. . The Republican leaders charged corrup- 
tion at the polls, and asserted that he spent $75,- 
000 in the canvass. He was reélected to the Fif- 
tieth Congress after a stubborn fight, but by a re- 
duced majority. 
The labor organizations played an important 
part in this battle, and made the most determined 
efforts to defeat him on account of the alleged and 
pretty well established ill treatment of his miners 
at Scott Haven and other voints. He took 
| strong ground from the very beginning in favor of 
tariff reform, and fiercely antagonized Mr. Ran- 
dall and the Protectionist wing of the Demo- 
cratic party. His denunciation ofthe Randall

RAIN DID NOT FALL AT THEIR COMMAND 


Total Fallure of the Bombardment at El 
Paso, Tex.—One Hundred Bombs Used. 
Ex Paso, Tex., Sept. 19.—As a result of the 

bombardment of the last twenty-four hours 

no rain has fallen and the almost unblemished 
heavens augur little of promise since the 
opening of the bombardment. Clouds cane 
and went, but they were moistureless and 
served but as .an aggravation. To the south 
and east there lies a bank of moisture-bearing 
messengers and before tomorrow morning 
the deluge may come. It is but mere possi- 
bility, however, and even the scientists have 


almost abandoned all hope. 

The failure, if failure it is, can be attributed 
only to the unfavorable conditions under 
which the experiments were made. In the 
first place, El Pase is one of the driest points 
in the entire country. This is not merely a 
chance assertion. It is a matter of record in 
the signal service bureau. The explosives 
used in the etperiment were over 7,000 cubic 
feet of oxyhydtogen gas in ten balloons, 100 
twenty-one-pound bombs, and almost half a 
ton of rack-a-rock powder and dynamite. 

After the bombardinent thick clouds formed 
and lightning could be seen in the distance, 
but the expected rain did notcome. The only 
encouraging phenomenon was a heavy dew this 
morning, the ground and grass in the park 
being fairly dripping with water. Thisis un- 
precedented. This indication was noted by 
the signal service officer and a dozen of the 
most reputable citizens. Parties arriving 
here tonight from the surrounding country 
report a heavy rain, which has * en- 

ues-

Another cause for excitement is the hatred 
of the Indians for the negro. The Sacs and 
Foxes claim that their lands were sold to 
the government under a distinct agreement 
that they were to be opened to white settle- 
ment. They know that they themselves can- 
not prevent the negroes from settling on the 
lands, but they hint in unmistakable terms 
that they will make it very uncomfortable for 
the “black man if he settles among them. 
The Cimarron Valley includes a portion of 
their lands, and between the hostile Indians 
and desperate cowboys the negro is having an 
exciting time of it. 

Still another cause for excitement is the 
uncertainty as to just what lands may be 
claimed by the ordinary settler. The settler 
may be the most deserving and most desira- 
ble spirit of a person; he may make a suc- 
cessful race for a certain section of land and 
may claim it, but when he goes to the land 
office to file his claim he may find that he has 


vise bona fide settlers not to purchase re-

| UTILIZING REFUSE AND WASTE MATTER. 


People May Look Forw:..d to the Time 
When There Will Be None. 

Boston Herald: Among the achievements 
of modern invention, those which have ef- 
fected the utilization of waste and refuse mat- 
te ‘ake very important rank. Conspicuous 


co tonseed, now a product of the cotton 
crup that has enormously increased its 
value; the conversion of the waste of 
gasworks mto aniline substances and 
other by-products now indispensable; the dis- 
tillation of wood-alcohoil in charcoal burning; 
the conversion of sawdust into useful articles ; 
the use found for coal-screenings as fuel, and 
for foundry slag as building material and as 
fertilizers. All these things were formerly 


either permitted to cumber the ground 


or to escape into the air or water, often 
to the annoyance and detriment of the 


tion. This process of utilization of waste 
may be expected to go on until some use is 
found for everything that is left over in every 
process of production, which will thus lead u 
to some subordinate productive process whic 
will make the original work more worth while 
than ever, instead of detracting by so much 
from its resultant value in consequence of the 
incumbrance of the waste and cost of re- 
moving it. 

We may thus look forward to the time when 
there will be no such thing as refuse; when 
nothing will be thrown away. Inventors have 
therefore a fertile field m considering when- 
ever they see anything that is now wasted 
what use it may be put to. Among the great 
wastes which we may expect soon to see util- 
ized may be: mentioned the millions of 
feet of hydrogen gas that now annual- 
ly pass into the atmosphere in the 
eoke producing regions, It ought to be an 
easy matter to coilect this gas and employ it 
for fuel or motive power in the neighborhood, 
either in manufacturing or fur heating pur- 
poses in centers of population near by. The 
great econumies thus effected in the disposal 
of various forms of waste concern the entire 
people, for the saving decreases by so much 
the cost of production, and consequently of 
living. ; 

The disposal of city refuse constitutes one 
of the most important aspects of this general 
problem, for it affects the health and comfort 
of great masses of population, and has to do 
with the cunversion of things that are now 
abominable nuisances, causing disease 
discomfort, into products of value to 
the community. Ine of the best results 
that may be looked for from the effective 
reorganization of the street department 
that has taken placa is that which should come 
from the inquiry aow gomg on as to the best 
means for the di of refuse. The account 
given in our city-hall news the other day of 
the operations of the Refuse Disposal com- 
pany in London was exceedingly interest- 
ing and instructive. It suggests a query as 
to the practicability of introducing here 
asimilar method of transforming the con- 
tents of the dustbins of our dwellings and 
shops into valuable products, In the studies 
of governments of Glasgow and Birm 
ham, recently made by Dr. Albert Shaw ar 
others, we have been told of the valuable dis- 
positions made of the street sweepings in

TO EXPERIMENT WITH HALL’S FUEL GAS. 


William Deering Will Make a Practical 
Test at His Reaper Works, 


Mr. Thurston G. Hall’s plant, or more prop- 
erly that of the Chicago Smokeless Fuel and 
Gas company, is just across the street from the 
Deering Reaper works on Fullerton avenue. 
A permit has been issued by the city to William 
Deering to lay a temporary eight-inch pipe, to 
be boxed and kept on a level with thesidewalk 
grade, to connect the gas plant and the reaper 
works, The Deering compauy is in no wise 
interested in the gas company or in Mr. Hall’s 
schemes, beyond a desire to secure fuel, be it 
gas or coal, at as low a figure as possible. It 
has signed no contract with the Hail con- 
cern, although it has accepted a verbal 
proposition made by Hall to furnish the fac- 
tory with fuel at a cost of 25 per cent less 
than the company now averages daily. The 

ring company is now drawing up a con- 
tract, which the gas concern will be asked to 


sign. 
„ We regard the whole thing as experi- 
mental, said William Deering. “Mr. - 
din, Superintendent of the Smokeless Fuel 
and Gas omens „ whom I know well as an 
inventor, talk to us with a great ex- 
hibition of confidence in the scheme, although 
I regarded it as suspicious at first. e are to 
be put to no expense beyond laying the pipes 
across the street. If we find we can save in 
fuel we, of course, will take advantage of the 
offer. No contract has been si We 
simply have enough confidence in scheme 
now to 2 it a trial.“ 

B. A. Kennedy, Superintendent of the Deer- 
ing works, said that the experiments would 
be made as soon as the pipe is laid, if the Hall 
company accepts the contract that will be pre- 
sented. “Mr. Dsering obtained the permit 
for the pipe after the 7 people made the 
proposition to save us r cent a day in the 
cost of kuel, he said. “One of the points we 
made with them is that the gas must be 
metered. I have had men watching the proc- 
ess and found with 300 pounds. of coal 
and one barrel of oil that 3,000 pounds of 
water were evaporated hourly, but how 
much gas was generated could not 
be estimated. I don’t believe they 
know themselves how much gas they can pro- 


| duce, as their gas has never been metered. 


We use more than 100 tons of coal a day, and 
our idea is to try the gas under some of our 
boilers and in our heating and annealing tur- 
naces, It will only be experimental, but as 
it does not cost much the experiment is worth 
atrial. Mr. Hall says he can save us 25 per 
cent a day on fuel and at the same 
time make a big profit for himself. Of course 
if the scheme shows as well as the gas people 
think it will we will put in a plant ourselves.”

In theone mile waik H. Curtis, the English 
champion, also displayed magnificent form. 
Last week Curtis was disgracefully beaten by 
Shearman and C. L. Nicoll, his mates. Today 
he started off like a steam engine. At the 
quarter mile his time was 1 m. 23 s.,two seconds 
faster than the best previous record for the 
distance. Curtis finally won easily by 20 
yards in 6 m. 36 2-5 8. Shearman was second 
in 6 m. 42 4-5s. The world’s amateur record 
for this event is 6 m. 29 3.5 8., by F. P. Mur- 
ray in this city Oct. 27, 1883. 

Tommy Conneff, as usual, distinguished 
himself in the one-mile run. There were a 
dozen starters in the race with handicaps rang- 
ing from twenty-five yards to sixty yards. 
Conneff started off at the crack of the pistol 
as though for ahalf mile race. He did the 
first quarter in 594¢ seconds and was then al- 
ready with the leaders, He staid with them 
for another lap, finishing the half in 2:04. 
Three-quarters was done in 8:13 2-5, and the 
lucky little fellow began the struggle for 

ome. It was nip and tuck with time down 
the stretch, but Conneff got the verdict by the 
merest margin. His time was 4:21. Thie 
now becomes the best American amateur rec- 
ord, supplanting W. G. George’s 4:21 2-5 made 
in this city Nov. 11, 1882. The world’s amateur 

record, also by George, is 4:18 2-5. 

Half-Mile Run Record Broken. 

The last event on the track in which a rec- 
ord was broken was the half-mile run. W. C. 
Dohm, New York Athletic club, was scratch 
in a fleld of twelve. The limit handicap was 
furty yards. T. B. Turner, C., was 
nearest scratch with fifteen. The scratch man 
finished the quarter-mile in 56 seconds. Then 
he got in a pocket and was forced to slow 
up. He soon extricated himseif, however, and 
took the lead entering upon the last furlong. 
Turner was beaten ten yards. The winner’s 
time was 1 minute 4)¢ seconds, supplanting 
his own American record of 1 minute 55½ sec- 
onds made at Travers Island, June 20, 1889. 
F. J. K. Cross, in a special trial at Oxford, 
Eng., March 9, 1888, ran a half-mile in 1 min- 
ute 54 2-5 seconds, whichtfis the world’s record. 
Turner’s running was a surprise, his perform- 
ance being equal to 1 minute 58 seconds for 
the full distance. y 

George Gray competed in the sixteen-pound 
shot putting competition. It goes without 
saying that he broke the record. He was 
rather awkward about it though, and addeda 
full 354 inches to his record breaking put of 
the week before, his figures being 46 feet 1 
inches. Gray’s usual scheme is to add hal 
an inch or an inch at a time, whereby he is 
enabled to break the record often. Big Jim 
Mitchell also beat his record performance 
of the Metropolitan championship by throw. 
ing the fifty-six pound weight 34 feet 6 
inches. His best throw last week was 33 feet 
8 inches. In the hammer-throwimg Quack- 
‘burner, Manhattan Athletic’ club, had an 
allowance of 8 feet on Mitchell. With the 
help of this handicap the Manhattan man won 
by six inches, Mitchell’s best throw being 135 
feet inch. Mortimer Remington, the 
graceful runner of the Manhattan Athletic 
club, scored an easy win in the 300-yard 
scratch race, his time being 32 2-5 seconds. 

There was another surprise on hand in the 
quarter mile run. G. J. Bradish, the “old 
man of the New York Athletic club, had an 
allowance of ten yardsin the scratch men— 
Downes, Remington, and Dohm. Neither of 
these started, and it is well they did not. 
Bradish ran like a frightened deer all the way. 
Twenty yards from the finish he shot out of 
the ruck and won easily by five yards in the 
very best time of 49 2-5 seconds, This is prob- 
ably Bradish’s last appearance on the track.

In Keeping with the Weather, 


“ Do you sell umbrellas?’ 
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ceremoniously and utters words of welcome, 
in order that the spirits as they enter may 
not feel themselves to be neglected. This 
prodedure is Carried on far into the night, es- 
ially by such conscientious Buddhists as 
ave numerous spirits to receive, 

Un the second day all the spirits are su 

to havo arrived, and the household 
temple (a small cabinet apartment which is to 
be fou in the house of every believer in 
Buddha, set apart for the use of the dead) is 
gayly decorated witn flowers and filled with 
choice stores of fruit, rice, tea, wine, and other 
delicacies. The family of the house, sitting 
in the room to which the spirit- chamber is at- 
tached, bold high festival, eatingand drinking, 
and enjoying themselves after the Japanese 
fashion. This feasting of the living with the 
spirits of the dead continues throughout the 
whole of the second day greater 
part of the third, but the night of the 
third day is the time appointed when 
the ghosts must return to ,their places in the 
spirit land, and as the evening draws on the 
people, young and old, in vast numbers be 
take themselves to the burfial-places and deck 
out the graves with bright paper banners and 
many colored lanterns, which are lighted as 
the 1 down and darkness comes on. 
This ration and illumination are made as 
beautiful and brilliant as possible, so that the 
last view of the earth taken by the departing 
spirits may be pleasing and happy. 

Toward midnight, as the time for departure 
draws nigh, the male portion of the people 
form themselves into processions, every indi- 
vidual of which bears alof a lighted lantern 
suspended to a bamboo pole about ten feet 
long, and lie so many torrents of fire pouring 
down the hillside proceed to carry to the sea 
the boats in which the spirits are to return to 
the land whence they cams. 

These boats are made of plaited straw and 
are more or less elahorate models of the ordi- 
nary native craft. Each is decorated with 
flags and streamers and has a stock of provis- 
ions and money on board—the money for the 
ferriage of the Styx. Thesize of these straw 
boats varies from two to ten or thirty feet in 
length, and are all provided with one or more 
lanterns to enable the spirit crew to steer their 


course, 
Ine processions having reached the shores 
of the bay, and the lanterns on board the 
straw boats having been trimmed and lighted, 
the op barks are launched upon the waters 
and sail away into the western sea, carrying 
the spirits of that far-off land where the sun 
and stars go to rest, and where is situate that 
lorious Nirvana where the spirits of all good 
uddhists pass the time in happy oblivion. 
The myriad lights of the boats scattered far 
and wide, dancing upon the slightly ruffled 
water, make a scene, viewed from a distance, 
of almost fairy enchantment, The cries of 
the people, the chanting of the priests, the 
sound of gongs, the music of shami the 
naked (except the girdle cloth) bronzed fig- 
ures of the peuple flying hither and thither in 
wild excitement, form altogether a picture 
im possible to describe, and which leaves upon 
the memory an impression as of some wild, 
weird phantasmagoria. 


NEW YORK AND THE EXPOSITION 


Idiotic Attitude of the Papers of the East- 
erm Metropolis.

The fact that the World's Fair Commissioners 
will ask Congress for an additionak $5,000,000 
loan is taken as a fresh incentive for the print- 
ing of this vile abuse. 

8 is sus d that New Yorkers are really 
honest and sincerely think that Gotham is the 
only place in America where a cultivated man 
is not shocked nigh unto death many times 
each day by vulgar sights and impressions. 
They really think that a man must have two 

r three years of their esthetic environment 
before he is it to appear in polite society. 
This ignorance is pitiable; but if it is really a 
comfort it is cruel to deny them the pleasure. 
lt is brutal to call attention to an old maid’s 
gray hairs or to ridicule an idiot’s lack of in- 
telligence. When men or communities are so 
absorbed in their own egotism it is unkind to 
disabuse them of the notion, especially when 
it is quite harmless. 

Admitting New York’s preéminence in 
civilization, it is proper to note that her es- 
thetics have emerged into what is popularly 
known as anglomania. Our foreign visitors 
poke no littie fun at her cheap imitation of 
their ideas and manners and vices. And it is 
humiliating to admit that many westerners 
are being infected with this anglomania by 
imitating New York. 

Chicago has reason, from an advertising 
point of view, to be grateful to the New York 
papers for forcibly presenting to the world 
the fact that the Columbian Exposition 
is not influenced by a monkey-like desire to 
imitate the greatness of Europe, but will be 
distinctly American in atmosphere and detail. 
New York with her Irish politics, French dra- 
mas, German music, English society, and Eu- 
ropeon affectations, tempered by Yankee no- 
tions, is the greatest city of the new world. 
and we are properly proud of her; but, as a 
distinctively representative American city, 
Chicago leads, and can give an appropriate 
quadfo-centennial celebration of the discovery 
of the continent. 

As to the merits of the $5,000,000 loan, that 
is an entirely different matter, and if the New 
York press will discuss the propriety of this 
on its merits their remarks may receive the 
attention of Congressmen.

The Flying Machine Flies. 

Prof. Myers has exhibited his airship at Little 
Valley, Cattaraugus County, and at Newport, 
Herkimer County. Charles Belknap was rider. 

At Little Vally astrong breeze was blowing, and 
at the moment of starting, 2 p. m., the wind 
shifted and struck the vessel broadside, so that 
to relieve the strain upon it it was released before 
properly balanced with ballast and overloaded. 
Justin line with the airship was a several 
hundred feet high, with very abrupt, steep sides. 

It was astartling and beautiful sight to see Bel- 
knap climbing heavenward only a few feet above 
the hillside with the screw-sail facing the wind 
and the elevating planes and rudder kite buoy 
the vessel up like a kite upraised by the win 
Above the crest of the hill he mounted into quiet 
air, where for some time he described various 
evolutions, turning around and going up and 
down and from side to side. Finally Ke went out

strength and speed combined the horse has no 
rival. But it is quite another thing when we 
consider the latent staying power or physical 
endurance of a horse over that of a man. This 
was suppored to have been proved conclusive- 
ly in favor of man by the remarkable walking 
achievement a few years ago by 
Weston, who, as your readers may remember, 
walked 3,000 miles in sixty consecutive 
days—barring Sundays—cover‘ng, partly upon 
a prepared track, fifty miles in each day. It 
was said at the time that it would require two 
well-bred horses to successfully compete with 


Westou. 

In past and present times for we have 
remarkable examples upon record, and among 
these I may mention that of Thornhill, an 
innkeeper from Stilton, Huntingdonshire, who 
rode, with a relay of horses, 213 miles in 12 
hours and 17 minutes. In 1750 the Earl of 
March drove a team of four horses nineteen 
miles in one hour. There was in this case a 
specially prepared .carriage and harness, and 

were so light that it is said one man 
could carry them. A few months ago Lord 
Lonsdale gave us a splendid exhibition in all 
kinds of driving. both as regaras speed, style, 
and good order, having his horse under per- 
fect control. 

Having a wish to test as far as practicable 
the endurance of a well-bred horse, on Mon- 
day, July 6, we upon à 1,000-mile drive 
2 passen, ers, and luggage being reg- 
iste over eight hundredweight. Before- 
hand, I consulted an authority as to the possi- 
bility of our covering 500 miles at an average 
of fifty miles a day, or 1,000 miles, averaging 
about forty-four miles a day, and was told 
that the shacow of disappointment was await- 
ing me. and was advi to abandon the pro- 

drive, as no horse would be equal to it. 

he result, however, has given a contradiction 
to this. and has proved conclusively, I main- 
tain, that a horse has, under proper control 
and care, more endurance than is supposed. 
We covered the 1,000 milesin nineteen days, 
averaging over fifty-two miles aday. The 
longest distance—namely, sixty-two miles— 
was covered in the last day. When the follow- 
ing circumstances are taken into considsra- 


roads at random, and they 
proved to be very hilly, covered with loose 
stones, generally unfavorable to the extent of 
half the distance covered; added to this seven 
days’ rain. The route taken was somewhat as 
tollows: London to York, Durham, Berwick- 
on-T weed, Edinburg, Stirli back to Glas- 
ow, Carlisle, Kirby, Lonsdale, Barnsley, Brad- 
ord, Nottingham, Bedford, London. The 
horse we drove is fifteen hands hgh and well 
bred, and was in good condition when we fin- 
ished the jouruey, as the following certificate 
I hold proves: “July 25—I drove with Mr.

MEDICAL ETHICS IN NEW MEXICO, 


Three Odd Tales of Doctors’ Doings in the 
Far South west. 

Not many years have passed since the New 
Mexico frontier was the abiding place of nu- 
merous odd characters, and amusing stories 
are yet told about them. In those days any 
man was considered a doctor who put out a 
shingle and dosed and cauterized and mangled 
the sick and wounded. Sometimes these doc- 
tors were caught m court and forced to show 
their ignorance. One of them operated in 
Mesilla. He had no diploma, but that did not 
matter, for hecame in with the ‘California 
column“ and was therefore considered quali- 
tied for anything he might undertake. 

A Mexican wounded ina fight died under 
the doctor’s heroic treatment, and when the 
assailant was placed on trial for murder the 
defense called two physicians, who testified 
that if the wound had been let alone the 
tient would have recovered. The defense 
brought in evidence thatthe doctor had no 
diploma, while their physicians had two each. 
But the prosecution dwelt enemy upon the 
thirty-three years of experience of the doctor 
—without noticing the query of the * 
counsel as to how many patients he had kill 
in that time—and with much force and elo- 
quence set that experience up against what 
he considered the questionable papers called 
diplomas, As the jury was in doubt as to the 
nature of a diploma but had an idea as to the 
value of experience they brought in a verdict 
of murder,

doctor: : 

How many ribs are therein the human 
body! 

Sixteen, may the court please, promptly 
replied the doctor. Soon after he 8 
slipped into a back room and was seen wit 
his coat and vest off feeling of his sides. He 
reappeared and addressed the court: 

May it please your Honor, I desire to cor- 
rect my testimony in regard to the number of 
ribs in the human body. There are twenty- 
four instead of sixteen.’’

When the Lemmon tragedy occurred in 1867 
the fight took place in the street in front of 
the doctor’s office. Chavez and Cleaver were 
on opposing tickets for Delegate to Congress. 
Lemmon headed the Chavez procession 
and Kelly the Cleaver procession. When 
they met Lemmon demanded the 
right of way, which was refused, and 
in the fight whch ensued Lemmon, 
Kelly, and some one eise were killed and left 
on the ground, while the victorious procession 
pursued the vanquished. The doctor carned 
the bo dies into his office for the purpose, as he 
afterwards declared, of holding a post-mor- 
tem examination and refreshing his memory 
and knowledge ofanatomy. Before beginning 
operations he went across the street to get a 
drink, and during his absence friends of the 
dead men entered the office and carried the 
bodies away. When he returned and missed 
the bodies the doctor became highly indig- 
nant. He declared that to enter his office and 
remove the bodies was a gross violation of 
courtesy, and, more than that, he ex- 
claimed, “ it is the severest blow ever infliet- 
ed on the profession of New Mexico!“

Diligent Search by the State’s Officers in 
the Archives at Madison Made in Vain 
~Actors Lotto and Williams Granted a 
New Trial of Their Libel Suit Against 
Fanny Davenport— Plans fer the Im- 
provement of Jennings’ Seminary at 
Aurora—Other Northwest News. 

Mavison, Wis., Sept. 19.—[Special.]—The 

discovery was made today by the State officers 
that the original draft of the State Constitu- 
tion is missing.

Itshould 
be among the archives of the Secretary of 
State’s office, so that one of the most valuable 
historical relics of the State is lost. Strange 
as it may appear, no one ever looked for the 
document until some days ago, when Allen 
Warden of Sheboygan, one of the sign- 
ers of the Constitution, was in the city 
and asked permission to see the engrossed 
copy. It soon developed that the document 
was missing and that it had been gone for 
years. Some doubted that an engrossed copy 
had ever existed, but Mr. Warden set this 
theory at rest by mentioning facts that oc- 
curred at the time of its adoption in 1848, It 
is possible that some delegate to the conven- 
tion took the copy with him by mistake and 
that it has never been on file.

Of the 
whole year they are non-union men 364 days 
and union men only one day—Labor day. 
They are mad because we hired a Knight of 
Labor band, which does not belong to their 
society, to head our brotherhood in the Labor 
day parade. Their boycott is a funny one. 
They callon their members to boycott us. 
Most of their members are mechanics who 
work at trades in the day time and blow horns 
nights and holidays. Almost all of those 
mechanics are non-union men in their trades. 
We care nothing for the enmity of such peo- 
ple. Weare glad they are mad. We do not 
want what little work they have. We are 
proud of our Labor day acts. Let them go 
on with their old-fashioned boycott and see 
who comes out ahead. They ought to be 
ashamed of their narrow-minded conduct.”’ 

The cabinetmakers are still on strike. A. 
H. Andrews & Co. notified the strikers that 
unless they took away their tools by 6 p. m. 
Sept. 11 that storage at the rate of 50 cents a 
day would be ch onthem. They did not 
take them away. ey employed legal coun- 
sel, and they will decide at their Monday 
morning’s meeting as to whether they will 
replevin the tools.

the cadinetworkers’ strike, Mr. 
r, President of the Brunswick-Balke- 
Collender company, which has 300 men idle, 
said last night: “The point at issue seems to 
be a reduction of the hours of labor. The 
strike has been so peculiarly conducted that 
we have been forced to join the other manu- 
facturers in an association to protect our- 
selves. We first received an unsigned circular 
giving the demands of the men. When we 
spoke to our men about it they ge laughed 
at us and Sept. 1 they quit work. Iam not 
opposed to the reduction of the hours of labor if 
the system be made general. We cannot com- 
pete with other cities where they 
work longer hours. I am willing to 
reduce the time to nine hours 4 day, 
but the men must treat directly with 
the firm. Had there been personal confer- 
ences at the start this trouble could have been 
averted. Should they return to work now I 
feel assured the nine-hour day will be adopt- 
ed. I believe we could work in concert with 
manufacturers in other cities so as to make 
the nine hours general. We are willing to try 
it. Suddea revolutions in trade are unsafe. 
A reduction of hours of labor means an in- 
creased force of mechanics, room 
and facilities for the men to work. The men 
should in all fairness return to work at once, 
then we will treat them on the basis I have 
indicated. Otherwise we shall look for help 
outside of Chicago, 2 there are end 
of cabinet-workers in city who are will- 
ing to work if they are not interfered with or 
molested.”’

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MISS GERTRUDE WHITING POTTER 18 
MARRIED AT THE VIRGINIA, 


The Ceremony Performed in the Presence 
of Her Parents—Story of Her Marriage 
to F. Lee Rust and Its Annulment by 
Judge Horton—A Statement Regarding 
the Affair Made by Consent of All Par- 
ties in Interest. 


Miss Gertrude Whiting Potter was married 
yesterday afternoon at the Virginia to Julius 
Clarke Daniels. The ceremony was one of 
form merely, the parties having been 
previously legally united in marriage Jan. 1, 
1890, in Chicago by the Rev. R. A. John, pas- 
tor of St. Paul's Church. Yesterday's cere- 
mony, however, was thought best by all con- 
cerned as a final adjustment of the matri- 
monial entanglements in which the young 
woman was involved. The first Daniels-Pot- 
ter marriage was a secret even more closely 
guarded than the Rust-Potter marriage, as- 
sumed names being given to the license de- 
partment and officiating minister. 

Furthermore it appears that the annulment 
of the invalid Rust-Potter marriage and yes- 
terday’s ceremony were the result of consulta- 
tion and agreement between the Potter, Rust, 
and Daniels families. 

No one vonnected with the affair is willing 
to say anything in addition to the formal 
statement which follows. It is understood, 
however, that the first hint of the Daniels- 
Potter marriage reached the ears of J. C. 
Hutchins, Miss Potter’s brother-in-law. This 
was after the Rust-Potter marriage and after 
Miss Potter and young Mr. Rust had sailed 
for Europe. Mr.. Hutchins went to New 
York, obtained the young man’s corrobora- 
tion of the marriage, and returning to 28 
substantiated the facts. Young Daniels took 
position that he loved his wife and wished to 
claim her before the world. — — 
the Rust-Potter marri became known 
through the medium of the press. Though 
it was invalid it was thought necessary to have 
it declared null and void by a court of record 
in justice to you Mr. Rust as well as to 
clear away any possible obstacle to a reénact- 
ment of the marriage between Mr. Daniels 
and Miss Potter. 


HER MARRIAGE TO MR. DANIELS, 


An Authorized Statement Made of the Af- 
fair—The License Secured, 

At 12:30 o’clock yesterday afternoon a well- 
built young man, attired in a clay worsted 
three button cutaway with light tweed trous- 
ers, creased in accordance with the latest club 
edict, walked up to the window of the mar- 
riage license clerk in the City Hall, and asked 
that a license be issued for himself, Julius C. 
Daniels, and Miss Gertrude W. Potter. The 
request created something of a sensation, but 
the license was promptly forthcoming, and 
Mr. Daniels immediately made his way to the 
Virginia Hotel. 

At the hotel awaiting him were Mr. and Mrs. 
O. W. Potter and Mr. and Mrs. George H. 
Daniels. Presently a carriage arrived con- 
taining the Rev. W. M. Stryker, pastor of the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church. Then followed 
the ceremony by which Miss Potter became 
Mrs. Daniels. After this a wedding breakfast 
was served in the rooms known as suite fifty- 
two. Inquirers for information as to the fut- 
ure plans of Mr. and Mrs. Daniels gained little 
knowledge. A dispatch to Taz Tumor from 
Lake Geneva states. however, that Mrs. Dan- 
ielsa—and presumably Mr. Daniels—is at that 


place. 

Julius Clarke Daniels is 22 years old. He 
is of manly appearance, 5 feet 8 inches tall, 
with slightly reddish hair. His features are 
regular and he wears a light, blonde mus- 
tache. His manner is not in the least aiffi- 
dent, and he is of rather graceful and easy 
bearing. He dresses in excellent taste, but 
there is nothing about him to indicate a con- 
nection with that class of young men who de- 
vote a large portion of their time to a study of 


wearing apparel, 

Mr. Daniels is the son of George H. Dan- 
iels, General Passenger and Ticket Agent of 
the New York Central and Hudson River rail- 
road. Mr. Daniels Sr. was formerly a resi- 
dent of Elgin, III., where the — in 
yesterday’s marriage ceremony formed an ac- 
quaintance. A year ago Mr. Daniels resigned 
his position as Vicé-Chairman of the Trunk- 
Line Association for the one which he now 
holds, thus necessitating his removal to New 
York, Since that time New York has been 
the residence of the Daniels family. 

Concerning the events in which Miss Pot- 
ter, now Mrs, Daniels, has been the central 
figure, the follow statement is issued by 
authority of those at interest in the matter: 

Dec. 31, 1889, Julius Clarke Daniels secured from 
the County Clerk of Cook County alicense to him- 
self, under the name of Julius Clarke, and to Ger- 
trude Whiting Potter, under the name of Gertrude 
White, to marry. Acting under that license Julius 
Clarke Daniels and Gertrude Whiting Potter were, 
Jan. 1, 1890, united in marriage by the Rev. R. A. 
John. pastor of St. Paul's Church, in the City of 
Chicago. The parties continued thereafter to 
live at their respective homes. 

Subsequently Miss Potter submitted to legal 
counsel the question of the validity of her mar- 
riage with Mr. Daniels. and was advised and be- 
lieved that such marri was invalid. She then 
informed F. Lee Rust of the ceremony performed 
Jan. 1 between herself and Mr. Daniels, and of 
the advice which she had received. Thereupon, 
both parties believing that — had a right to 
do 80, a ceremony was performed at Lake Geneva, 
Wis., June 6, 1891, by the Rev. M. J. Ward. Both 
of the ceremonies referred to were secret, and 
were unknown to the parents of any of the parties 
concerned. 

The ceremony of June 6, 1391, was first made 
known to the parents by its publication about a 
week ago. At that time they were also first in- 
formed of the previous ceremony of marriage. 
When the facts were ascertained they were at 
once communicated to the parents of all the 
parties concerned. 4 

Thereupon a bill was filed in the Circuit Court 
of Cook County by F. Lee Rust, by his father and 
next friend, William A. Rust, asking that the pre- 
tended marriage of June 6, 1891, be annulled and 
set aside. That bill alleges that F. Lee Rust 
a minor and that the consent of his parents had 
not een given to his marriage, as required by the 
laws of the State of Wisconsin. It also alleges 
that the said marriage ceremony between Mr. 
Rust and Miss Potter was and is null and void 
and of no force or effect whatever, and that the 

arties mentioned are not now and never have 

n legally husband and wife.” 

An answer was filed by the defendant admitting 
that there never had any or valid mar- 
riage existing between the parties. Upon the 
hearing of the bill a certified copy of the marriage 
license issued as stated and of the certificate of 
the clergyman of the solemniza of the mar- 
riage was introduced. Proof was also made that 
the first marriage had been solemnized as stated 
and also that the com ant was a minor, and 
that the consent of h rents to the ceremony 
was not given, as req by the laws of the State 
of Wisconsin.

But where we sold tens of thousands of 
others we only sell hundreds of these. We 
have made up our minds that the American 
market is permanently closed to us for com- 
mon manufactured cottons and that the only 
field open is ‘for fancy work—for articles 
de luxe, as the French would say. At the pres- 
ent time Amencan manufacturers have not 
yet worked up to the finer articles in cotton. 
So long as we confine ourselves to this line 
we shail have the trade. American people 
who are rich have luxurious tastes. If the tar- 
ik on these things is high they don’t mind 
paying the difference in price. Our manu- 
factured cotton trade with America now re- 
sol ves itself into the question of suiting the 
tastes of the people.”’ 

Will not America in time work up into 
better grades of cotton manufactures also?“ 

“ Yes, it is too true. 

** And Great Britain’s entire trade in that 
direction will be lost?

** Not in the way of competitive trade, and 
that is a phenomenon that can be easily ex- 
plained.

that should earn for him the gratitude of 


every Jew in Europe and America. The ques- 
tion is an extremely difficult one to touch 
in any way, for the susceptibilities of Russia 
in regard to her internal affairs are 
easily aroused.

WASHINGTON’S BOOK BRIBERY CASES. 


An Appeal Taken by the State’s Affairs to 
the Supreme Court. 

Orr, Wash., Sept. 19.—[{Special.]—An 
appeal has been taken to the Supreme Court 
of the State by County Attorney Ayer and 
Special Counsel Reynolds on the part of the 
State from the decision of the Supreme Court 
of Thurston County in sustaining thedemurrer 
in the book bribery case. Judge Campbell of 
Pierce County sat on the case here. Judge 
Calkins, who was counsel for the American 
Book company, filed a demurrer to the in- 
dictment, which was to the effect 
the members of the State Hoard of Education 
were not executive officers within the mean- 
ing of the law and hence could not be bribed 
in a constitutional sense.

It is rumored that in- 
formation has been filed against certain 
officers of the American Book company, but 
the County Attorney is reticent relative to the 
matter.

A clergyman writes to the Moscow Gazette from 
a village in the province of Kazan as follows: 
“Those who live in towns can hardly forman 
idea of all the terrors of the prevailing distress 
among the rural population. We residents in 
the country have opportunities of seeing it at 
close quarters in all its terrible power. It is sad to 
watch the sight presented by an ordinary sick 
person, but it is far more unbearable to look on 
at hungry, famine-stricken. and starving people.

gone without bread for two or three weeks to- 


gether, and are endeavoring to nourish them-. 


selves upon grass and leaves of trees. When they 
get hold of a morsel of black bread they do noteat 
it themselves but give it to their small children.“ 
In ing through one villege this priest found 
sixtebn persons in the last stages of enfeeblement 
and exhaustion from hunger. One woman of this 
number soon after succumbed to starvation. This 
village numbered 145 houses, and in only twenty 
were the peasants eating their usual food. The 
distress seems to be as great in other villages of 
the same district.

The scare among the members of the House 
of Commons which was so marked at the time 
of the influenza epidemicand led to all sorts of 
elaborate plans for the destruction of the 
microbes which were supposed to float about 
that august chamber is still producing an 
effect because the scheme for the disinfectior 
is still being worked upon. In tact, elaborate 
preparations are being made to this end, and 
the-present system is a costly one, as it pro- 
vides for double casements to all the windows. 
Water on the authority of many eminent sur- 
geons is a valuable antiseptic. The idea has 
occurred to several prople that it would be a 

ood thing to wash the air before it enters the 

ouse, and this plan is new a_ favorite 
expedient. The method employed is to 
open the window to which the apparatus 
is attached and which transforms a stream of 
water into a fan-shaped spray. This inter- 
cepts the breeze as it passes through the win- 
dow and thus it becomes clean of its im- 
purities, of which perhaps fine particls of soot 
are even more objectionable than any number 
of microbes. While the wind is light the 
scheme works well, but sometimes it is 
stronger than the spray, which is then driven 
into the chamber and the wacer falls upon the 
bald head of some legislator who is possibly 
slumbering peacefully in his place, having no 
interest whatever in the speech which is sup- 
— to be absorbing the attention of the 

ouse. His slumbers being thus suddenly 
broken and in a chilly manner he naturally 
becomes indignant and leaving his place he 
govs down to the Sergeant-at-Arms and makes 
a complaint about the discomfort to which he 
has been subjected.

Decrease in Crime. — 

A study of the figures set forth by the direo- 
tors of the convict prisons shows a remark- 
able condition of affairs which cannot but 
prove to be interesting reading to all who are 
not confirmed pessimists. The decline in the 
number of convictions is really +o? yen. 
Thirty years ago an average of 2,800 people 


was sent every year to prison and the popula- 


tion of the country was then about 20,000,000. 
Now, with a population of 30,000,000, only 129 
men and women weresentenced to penal servi- 
tude. In 1869 there were no fewer than 11,660 
convicts in the various prisons, while last J aly 
the number had been reduced to 5,334, less than 
one-half. Concurrently with the decrease in 
the number of these who are deprived of their 
liberty by the State, it is worthy of note that 
eight convict prisons have been closed since 
1882, while Woking is about to be closed and 
others have already been marked to be dis- 
posed of, The time seems to have been 
reached when the criminal classes are entirely 
under control and their number is being re- 
duced year by year as the lower 
classes become more  educuted and 
the principle of honesty and _ sobriety 
becomes engrained in their natures. 
Anotherstrong fact is that the prison mortality 
is much lower than the mortality out of doors, 


amounting to only seven and four-tenths per 
thousand, a rate which is lower than has ever ‘ 


been previously recorded. It would thus ap- 
pear that going to prison is conducive to lon- 
gevity, and one can readily understand how 
this must be when one compares the almost 
perfect hygienic conditions under which these 
institutions ure conducted with the squalor 
and the lack of cleanliness that too frequently 
make up the lot of those who are reduced toa 
eareer of crime.

OPIUM AS A TUBERCULOSIS CURATIVE. 


Experiments of an English Physician in 
Steeping Tobacco with the Drag. 

New York Sun; One of the latest of those 
experimental remedies in cases of tuberculosis 
has just been promulgated by Dr. John Gor- 
don Dill, Assistant Physigian to the Sussex 
County Hospital, England. He suggests 
modified opium smoking and mentions several 
cases which have come under his personal 
observation where the treatment has been 
used with considerable suecess. Dr. Dill 
wishes it to be understood that he does 
not claim opium snioking to be in any sense a 
cure for consumption, but simply that it is a 
valuable palliative which may be of service as 
an aid in the treatment of the disease. Dr. 
Dill uses, as he calls it, medicated tobacco. 
That id, the tobacco is soaked in a preparation 
containing all the component parts of opium 
in fluid form, about 50 per cent stronger than 
laudanum. The tobacco is dried thoroughly 
before using. In advocating this mixture of 
opium he is fully alive to the danger which 
may result in prescribing the drug for me- 
dicinal purposes and upon this point expresses 
himself as follows:, | 

* We certainly do not inject an unknown 
poison into the system to work its wicked will 
independent of cur coutrol, but, on the other 
hand, we may be the means of introducing a 
moral poison, the terrible nature of which 
can only be realized by those who have had 
the painfui task of trying to cure a victim of 
the opium habit, and for this reason 1 have 
never allowed my patients to know what they 
are smoking, merely calling it med icated to- 
bacco,”’ 

The mixture was found to have its most effi- 
cient strength when one ounce of tobacco was 
saturated in three fluid drachms of the liquid. 
The patient was advised not to smoke just 
before eating. The most marked effects of 
opium smoking in this way are that it eases 
the cough and assists in expectoration. Dr. 
Dill is careful to say that he is not yet suffi- 
ciently prepared to draw any conclusions as to 
‘whether opium administered in this form has 
any specific effect upon the disease, although 
almost without exception the patients who 
have made use of this treatment have thought 
that they derived great benefit from it. 

Dr. Dill got his idea of employi opium 
from the Chinese, having ascertained that in 
certain districts of that country where tuber- 
culosis was extremely prevalent, the opium- 
smoki pulation were almost exempt from 
the m v, and this led him to try the effect 
of a mixture of opium and tobacco upon a 
number of his patients.

If there*is any lingering doubt in the minds 
of Pittsburgers as to the applicability and 
economical use of crude petroleum as a steam 
raising fuel such must be dispelied by the re- 
sults attained at the Ben Venuo power house 
of that company. Two things have been 
demonstrated: that the oil is as cheap a fuel 
as coal, and that it is smokeless as well as 
comparatively ordorless. The setting of a 
furnace for oil fuel is not more expensive 
than the construction of any new furnace, and 
in the case of old furnaces the change is in- 
considerable in cost. In sho it has been 
successfully demonstrated crude pe- 
troleum can be substituted for both natural 
gas and coal with economical results; at once 
opening up a new field of consumption to oil 
operators as well as securing the desideratum 
of smokeless combustion. 

The Duquesne Traction company has two 
batteries of five boilers each in its power- 
house. One of these batteries was running 
yesterday with coai and the other was being 
worked with crude petroleum. Thus relative 
figures as to the cost of each system were ob- 
tainable, and the value of each description of 
fuel in a measure gauged. The plan of burn- 
ing the petroleum was ful.y explained to a 
Dis A reporter by Chief Engineer Julian 
E. Smith, who is responsible for the methods 
adopted. The plan is his own, and he finds it 
so successful that he has applied for letters 
patent for a construction of boiler furnaces as 
adapted to this use. 

Mr. Smith’s system is as follows: The fur- 
nace is divided into three chambers, separ- 
ated by brick walls extending nearly the eutire 
length of the boiler, which is eighteen feet 
long. Under each chamber is an air-flue, the 
air passing upwards into the combustion 
chamber through perforations in the floor. 
Crude petroseum is carried from a tank in the 
yard by gravity, through pipes to the rear end 


_of the furnaces and introduced through a 


quarter-inch pipe into the two side chambers, 
one pipe to each. A steam pipe laid from the 
front of the boilers passes through the 
center chamber and is connected by 
a half-inch pipe with the oil 
pipe. The two pipes meet in a Reed’s burner, 
the steam driving the oil into the side cham- 
bers. The steam by being passed through the 
ceater chamber is completely dried, so that 
when it meets the oil it forms a gas calcu- 
lated to give good resulta in heat. The gas 
carried through the side chambers meets at 
the front end, and, sweeping around the bend- 
ing walls, passes up the center chamber and 
so into the tubes. The effect of this distribu- 
tion of the gas is that fully two-thirds of the 
surface of the boiler is subjected to the action 
of the flame, which is uniform and spread over 
the heating area. 

The boilers are kept going day and night at 
a pressure of 100 pounds to the square inch. 
One battery of five boilers consumes thirty 
tons of coal every twenty-four hours. This at 
$1.45 per tou would be $43.50 per day. The 
battery of five boilers with the petroleum 
furnaces consumes eighty barrels of oil in 
twenty-four hours at A, cost of 59 cents per 
barrel, or $47:20 per Gay. The costes of the 
respective fuels are thus nearly equal, but the 
balance is on the side of the oil when the sav- 
ing in labor incidental to firing with coal is 
reckoned. Fifty-nine cents is above the price 
at which it is considered crude petroleum 
could be obtained under circumstances call- 
ing for a large consumption. 

Mr. Smith said yesterday he would put the 
other battery under oil just as soon as he 
could get permission to do so, He believes it 
will eventually supersede coal, and he says it 
is cheaper than natural gas at 26 cents per 
1,000 feet. 

Speaking about the uses to which crude pe- 
troleum could be applied Mr. Smith said t 
ifhe had the time he felt he could build a 
turnace for puddling iron which would give 
as satisfactory results with the oil as the fluid 
did under his boilers. There was no reason 
why oil could not be used in iron milis and 
glass houses, and it certainly could be applied 
as a steam-raiser, as was here demonstrated. 
Mr. Smith saia his petroleum furnace would

HE BELIEVES IN THOUGHT-READING. 


A Speaker Before the British Association 
Recommends Its Scientific Study. 

London Times: The first meeting of Section 
A, mathematical and physical science sec- 
tion, was held with Prof. Oliver J. Lodge, D. 
Sc., LL. D., F. R. S., in the chair. He eaid: 

The ordinary processes of observation and 
experiment are establishing the truth of some 
phenomena not at present contemplated by 
science, and to which the orthodox man shuts 
his ears. For instance, there is the question 
whether it has or has not been established by 
direct experiment that a method of communi- 
cation exists between mind and mind irre- 
spective of the ordinary channels of conscious- 
ness and the known organs of sense, and, if 
so, what is the process. It can hardly be 
through some unknown sense organ, but it 
may be by some direcnt physical influence on 
the other, or it may be in some still more 
subtie manner. For brevity it may be styled 
‘ thought-transition,’ though the name may 
turn out to be an unsuitable one after further 
in vestigation, 

Further investigation is just what is want- 
ed. There are individual scientific men who 
have investigatea these matters for themselves.

not be printed fully under a separate heading. 
There may be a duplication of votes, but the mark 
will be put only against one name. 

Mr. Boyle seems to be in error on this point 
and to have overlooked the following proviso 
of Sec. 5 relating to nominations by petition : 

Provided, That the name of any candidate 
whose name may appear in any other place upon 
the ballot shall not be so added by petition for 
the same office. 

This is important, inasmuch asit is an 
effective bar to the movement in favor of an 
independent ticket which it was proposed to 
get up on the eclectic plan — selecting the ean- 
didates from the regular party nominees and 
printing the tickets under an independent 


heading. * 


Tue old Republicans of Massachusetts hav- 
ing been worsted in their recent encounters 
with the Democrats in that State, the young 
Republicans have now taken charge of the 
campaign by making Charles H. Allen, the 
Lowell manufacturer, their candidate as 
against Mr. Crapo, the candidate of the old 
gentlemen. Mr, Allen is now 48 years of age, 
has served two terms in the Massachusetts 
House, one in the Senate, and two in Con- 
gress, and, like Mr. Fassett of New York, 
never ran for office that he did not lead his 
ticket and get there by increased majorities. 
Like Mr. Fassett also he is brilliant and popu- 
larand a fighter. As Massachusetta, notwith- 
standing its recent defection, is still a Repub- 
lican State by more than 25,000 majority, and 
as all classes of Republicans will rally to the 
support of Allen, Mr. Crapo and the old gen- 


tlemen included, a lively campaign may be 
looked for. 


The mugwump will not count 
for much this fall in Massachusetts. The Re- 
publican factions have quit wrangling and 
have settled down to work, and will give 
Russell and the Democrats a shaking up after 
the old fashioned style. The young fellows

OVER THREE MILLIONS PAID IN. 

The subscribers to the World's Fair stock 
have paid in over $3,000,000, and the corpora- 
tion is now entitled therefore to call on the 
city authorities for the five millions which the 
city subscribed, or for such part of it as it 
may need now for current expenses.. With 
that sum and with the two millions yet to be 
collected on the stock there will be seven 
millions available for use this fail and winter 
and next spring. By that time there will be 
need of five millions more with which to finish 
up the work. 

That is the sum which Congress will be 
asked to loan in order that its own Fair may 
be held on the grand scale which the genéral 
public demands, and so that it may become 
apparent to foreign nations that the United 
States Government takes as much interest in 
its own Exposition at least as the French Re- 
public did in the one given under its auspices 


in Paris to comnfemorate an insignificant 


event in history as compared with the dis- 
covery of America. 

While that money which Congress will be 
asked to loan on good security will not be 
needed this winter, the National Commission, 
which is the agent of Congress for World’s 
Fair purposes, should know as soon as possi- 
ble whether that sum is to be loaned. If 
Congress decides to do nothing then the Na- 
tional Commission will have to begin trim- 
ming down and narrowing ‘the plans of the 
Chicago Directors which have been approved 
by the National Commission. Everything, 
the work on which has not made much prog- 
ress, will have to be cut down to correspond 
with the money. Forif Congress says that the 
Exposition must only cost Chicago’s subscrip- 
tion of eleven millions then it will be the duty 
of the National Commission to see that that 
kind of a Fair is provided, and not to allow 


_the Cnicago Directors to make plans for an 


eighteen million dollar Fair when Congress, 
following Tammany Halli’s advice, does not 
wish to have such a one, and does not intend 
to give anything in aid of its own Fair. 

It is of the utmost importance, then, that 
Congress should decide what it is going to do 
in the coming session. Few things will be 
more exasperating to the members of the 
commission or more injurious to the Fair 
than to leave it undetermined all through the 
winter and spring months whether the Expo- 
sition will be one on so grand a scale as to 
make it profitable for foreigners to figure 
among the exhibiters. 


FILLING DRAINAGE BOARD VACANCIES. 
A Democratic paper charges Taz Tripune 


with inconsistency because about two years 
ago it supported a “Citizens’”’ ticket for 
Drainage Commissioners instead of the one 
nominated by the Republicans, while it is 
asking now that of the vacancies to be filled 
some shall be filled by Republicans. 

The policy of this paper has not changed a 
hair’s breadth. It wes anxious that the men 
chosen as trustees should be the best obtain- 
able. The Democratic nominations were most 
objectionable. Some of the regular Republican 
nominees were not much better. If a board 
had been elected made up of five from one 
ticket and four from another it would have 
been a public calamity. This paper supported 
a “ Citizens’” ticket which, following the non- 
partisan principle of the law, was made up of 
men of both political parties. That ticket 
was successful and the taxpayers have no 
reason to be sorry for it. 

Two or three members have resigned from 
the board. Tux Ten wishes them to be re- 
placed by men of the same stamp—by men as 
well fitted for the place and of the same po- 
litical faith. It wants to continue the princi- 
ple on which the Citizens ticket was based 
—non-partisanship and capacity. There are 
difficulties in the way of securing that result 
this fall through the machinery of an inde- 
pendent ticket. Tun ad- 
vocates that both shall unite to main- 
tain the existing status—that the Democrats

A CHANGE IN THE SUMMER OUTING FROM 
TAVERNS TO FARMS. 

The New York Post contains an interesting 
and suggestive study of some of the changes in 
summer wigration which are taking place in 
this country, and which specially manifest 
themselves in a tendency of the summer-re- 
sorters to get away from the huge and ex- 
pensive caravansaries in the mountains and 
at the seaside, with their uffensive promis- 
cuity, and seek rest and recreation in more 
quiet places. Statistics during the last ten 
years do not show any increase of patronage 
at the fashionable resorts; on the other hand, 
they show a decrease, and all talk of real- 
estate booms, monster new hotels, pavilions, 
and beach walks has ceased. The principal 
news which comes from them concerns the 
goings and comings of that vapid and tire- 
some creatufe called the summer girl. 
And yet wealth has increased greatly 
during this peried, with a corre- 
sponding increase of the opportunities 
and desire for leisure, and the regular migra- 
tion expands year by year. The same feature 
which the Post notes in the mountains and at 
the seashore is observable in and about the 
Wisconsin and Minnesota lakes and watering 
places. There is a manifest tendency to get 
away from the hotels and fashionabie resorts 
and to seek comfort, joined with recreation, in 
cottages and farm boarding-houses. 

This brings up the questiona—since the tide 
of migration is increasing constantly—whither 
does it tend and what new routes is it taking? 
Undoubtedly a large share of it goes across 
the water. Various inducements urge it to 
take that direction, such as cheap fares, rapid 
transit, absolute safety, and superior at- 
tractions. Evonomy also figures, for an intel- 
ligent, well-planned, and prudent European 
trip can be made at less expense than it takes 
for many persons to live at home, or to 
spend the summer in a fashionable re- 
sort hotel with its high rates and inordi- 
nate expenses demanded by dress and gayety 
which are even greater in proportion to time 
than would be demanded by the regular sea- 
son at home. Indeed, if the trip did not occupy 
so much time the rush would be still greater. 
There are many who can afford the expense 
who cannot afford the time. Another large 
share of this migration goes to remote parts 
of the country, to the far West and Northwest, 
to the Pacific slope, to the Bermudas, to 
Mexico, and other points, access to which has 
become eesy and comparatively inexpensive in 
these days of fast and cheap railroad and 
steamboat transportation. But undoubtedly, 
as the Post says, much the largest share 
must be sought for in the more sequestered 
farm-houses and remoter country villages; in 
the isolated cottage or the isolated groups of 
cottages, in the woods, or on the shore and in 
summer camps.” 

There is occasion for congratulation in this 
change in our national migratory habits. The 
essential object of the summer vacation is to 
secure rest, recreation, and complete change 
of place and habita, which in itself is the best 
form of rest. The fashionable summer re- 
sorts, however, do not fill this want. There is 
little rest where there is 80 little comfort. 
The recreation must be sought with a promis- 
cuous crowd and ceases to be recreation. The 
change of place amounts to little if there 
be no change of habits. The demands of 
fashion at the fashionable hotel in the way of 
dressing, dinners, receptions, hops, etc., are 
just the same, just as rigorous, and twice as 
expensive and uncomfortable as they are at 
home, hence the change is not beneficial, 
and except to the vapid suinmer girl, 
who knows no other kind of life, the 
summer is tedious, monotonous, and dis- 
piriting. It is little wonder, therefore, 
that there is a rebellion against the exactions 
and silliness of fashion and a growing dispo- 
sition to get away from them and to suek 
secluded nooks and quiet, out-of-the-way 
places, The real solution of the sum mer ‘rest 
problem is that adopted by the, English—a 
town season and city season, town home and 
city home, and the country is now old enough 
and rich enough to adopt it. It will be better 
for the national health, comfort, and economy, 
and is infinitely to be preferred to the vul- 
garity and promiscuity of the caravansary, 
which has come to be a mere herding place, 
where the mininum of comfort is combined 
with the maximum of expense. 


THE PARISIAN “ LOHENGRIN” UPROAR. 

It is now sixty years since Richard Wagner 
went to Paris hoping to secure recognition 
for his music. His experience is a matter 
of history. He lived in a garret, came near 
starv.ng, was deceived by managers, shab- 
bily treated by Meyerbeer, then the Parisian 
favorite, his opera “ Rienzi” was refused, 
and when he finally quit Paris he left behind 
him some stinging criticisims of French 
music, musicians, managers, and the people, 
and a fierce assault upon Meyerbeer himself. 
From that day to this Parisians have never 
ceased to hate Wagner, and, though sixty years 
have passed and the composer himself has 
been dead eight years, the announcement of 
the performance of Lohengrin in that city 
is sufficient to throw it into spasms of hatred, 
emphasized by the revanche.“ 

The first performance took place Wednes- 
day evening last, and the opera-house pre- 
sented the extraordinary spectacle of a swarm 
of detectives scattered through the audito- 
rium, corridors tnronged with policemen, the 
streets outside filled with a frenzied mob 
singing the “ Marseillaise,” shouting Vive 
la France,“ and “& bas Wagner,” and only 
kept from forcing its way into the opera- 
house by cordons of troops and police who 
forced it back and arrested over a thousand 
of the crazy rioters, Such was the outcome 
of the first Gallic panjandrum. The second 
performance took place Friday evening, and 
much the same silly outbreak took place. 
Offensive compounds were thrown on the 
stage. There was rowdyism in the boxes and 
parquette. Outside the streets were filled with 
a hooting, yelling crowd, egged on to threat- 
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had to endure the hostile manifestations of 
the mob directed against the memory and 
mubio of her laménted husband. The real 
animus of the demonstrations is to be found 
in the hatred of the mob for Germany and 
everything’ German, and the proposed per- 
formance of aGerman opera occurs to it as 
just an appropriate opportunity for its dis- 
play as the German Emperor’s happy charac- 
terization of Napoleon as that ‘Corsican 
parvenu or as an invasion of troops over the 
border. The inaptness and irrelevance of the 
occasion, however, not only severely reflect 
upon the voluntary unfamiliarity of the Paris- 
ians with the works of one of the world’s (not 
Germany’s alone) great musical geniuses, but 
put French loyalty in a peculiarly ridiculous 
and grotesque attitude. The whole affair is 
a silly picce of childishness. It is lower than 
a comedy it is a farce. 


THE AUGUST EXPORTS. 

The exports froin the United States during 
last month give a phenomenal record. The 
volume of bre adstuffs sent abroad is unprec- 
edented, and probably the total of exports 
will prove to be the largest of any month yet 


reported, though there was a falling off in 


some articles from the movement of a year 
previously. The preliminary reports give the 
following figures:

The difference i in » the case of breadstuffs is 
all the greater froin the fact that our crops 
last year were small, the average being about 
25 per cent less than that of 1889, while now 
the crop yield is an unusually large one, and 
the deficiencies of Europe are greater than in 
any former year. The increase in that depart- 
ment is 170 per cent, while that in all the ar- 
ticles above tabulated is about 44 per cent. 
This fact cannot well be accounted for except 
on the theory that the increase in the one is a 
direct cause of decrease in the rest. The peo- 
ple of the Old World must have food or die, 
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and when obliged to greatly enlarge their pur- 


chases of bread have so much less left 
with which to buy other conveniences of 
civilized existence. Undoubtedly that rule 
operates far more closely in the Old 
World than with us, because there the great 
majority of the people earn but little more 
than enough to provide the means of current 
subsistence, and that on an economical scale, 
which at the worst obtains with but a small 
proportion of the people in the United States. 
The average family there has but a small sum 
to expend each year on all the creature com- 
forts, and when forced to pay more than 
usual for bread is not able to buy so much of 
other articles. It may also be noted that this 
fact will imperatively cause a lessened con- 
sumption of food, so that the amateur statis- 
ticians here who calculate on the Europeans 
eating as mch as in ordinary years may find 
themselves badly at fault in their guesses at 
the effect of such shortage on the course of 
prices in this country. 

It may, however, bé remembered that the 
figures in live stock and provisions are unaf- 
fected by the removal of German restrictions 
on the importation of pork products, as the 
change was not operative in August, and the 
decrease for that month may be more than 
compensated by amore active movement in 
the near future. Also the English buying of 
cotton for the period noted was discouraged 
by the fact that the spinners were already 
loaded up with big stocks bought at low prices 
on the tail end of the crop last year, while 
they may be less confident in their ability to 
sell so largely as in other years, now that the 
McKinley bill is in operation and the reci- 
procity policy of Mr. Blaine is being extended 
through countries which heretofore have 
bought from Europe their cotton goods, 


CAN MAN MAKE RAIN? 

A report from Wyoming, published in Tun 
Tarrpune of Saturday, tells a singular story 
about rainmaking and its actualities by an 
Ohio man, which if true throws Col. Dyren- 
forth and his Texas experiments far into the 
According to the report the work of 
the expert at Cheyenne is little short of the 
miraculous, and undoubtedly it would have 
been declared a miracle by the people of a 
century ago had they been privileged to wit- 
ness it. He not only caused rain to fall from 
a sky that had been clear a few minutes 
previously, but was able to predict closely the 
time when the shower would fall, and is said 
to have been then able to defer a shower 
eighteen hours, when it came round strictly 
according to his program. Nothing could 
well be more wonderful “ in this enlightened 
age. 

Some who read that story may be inclined 
to think the reporter had an interview with Joe 
Mulhatton. Others will accept it as equal to 
„ gospel truth.“ The latter view carries with 
it the idea that scientific men do not know the 
first thing about meteorology, however well 
they may be postettin other branches. It in- 
volves the claim that the theory of rain for- 
mation must be completely remodeled, and 
all the axiomata laid down in the text books 
be laid away among the rubbish of former 
ages, as good for nothing but to be looked at 
curiously, like the fossilized bones of animals 
long since dead. It must mean that man has 
gained a victury over still another of the forms 
in which the forces of nature manifest them- 
selves to us, and that he has risen to be the 
peer of Cloud-Compelling Jove.” 

Whether this particular narration be strictly 
true or to be taken with a good many grains 
of allowance, it is in line with a great many 
other things which prove to thinking man that 
he is only just beginning to comprehend the 
fact of his own ignorance of Nature and her 
laws. He may still feel sure that two and two 
make four, no more and ho less, but in regard 
to a vast percentage of what lies beyond that 
simple statement he is far less confident than 
a few years ago. has long been supposed 
axiomatic that a conductor was absolutely nec- 
essary to the utilization of electric force, but 
within the last few weeks we are assured on good 
authority that the conductor may be dis- 
pensed with. Scientific men have long been 
growing more and more confident that 
human flight through the air is impossible, 
ard now the Secretary of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution comes to the front with a statement 
that the problem is already solved, though 
some time may have to elapse before the solu- 
tion takes practical shape. Scientific men 
are revising their long-cherished notions about 
steam and gas, have found out how to erect 
high buildings on what used to be considerea 
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of bis ever — the Atlantic by the aid of 
steam. 


The more we know the higher do we rise in 
our survey of processes, contemplation of 
principles, and comprehension of natural law. 


The higher we,rise the more extended is our 


range of vision and the more remote is the 
horizon curve which may be defined as divid- 
ing the possible from the impossible. It 
would be rash to assert that the elevating 


process will not yet carry us high enough to 


enable us to measure and take advantage of 
the upper air currents as we now can the flow 
of water on the earth’s. surface, or, in other 
words, to make rain almost at will. Whether 
that has been achieved alteady in the face of 
official assurances from meteorologists that the 
thing is impossible may be an open question. 


DEMOCRATS 1 4 ON HAVING A PARTI- 
CONTEST. 


A local BR emcee: paper asks: 

Why should there be political struggle over the 
selection of County Commissioners and none over 
the election of trustees for the sanitary district? 
Tum TRIBUNE says that half the expense of the 
sanitary work will fall on Republican taxpayers. 
This, if true, is true also of the cost of maintain- 
ing county institutions and the expense generally 
of the county. 

There ought not to be a political struggle 
over County Comtmissioners. In the abstract 
there is no reason why there should be one. 
Tariff and currency questions should not de- 
termine their election. They. are chosen to 
manage an insane asylum, a poorhouse, and 
a hospital, to supervise the county officers, to 
provide for the payment of the interest on the 
county debt, and to look after roads and 
bridges in outside towns. There is no more 
reason why one of these met, should be 
chosen purely because of the political cut of 
his coat than why an Aiderman should be. 

A political struggle for these places lowers 
the quality of the persons chosen. As a gen- 
eral thing the men best fitted for them and 
willing to take them are averse to going 
through a partisan campaign, and still more 
averse to working for a partisan nomination. 

But for the fact that the County Board has 
at its disposal a number of offices it might be 
easy to divorce it from politics. But it has di- 
recily and indirectly the appointment of at- 
tendants on the insane, hospital employés, 
poor-house, ana paupers, etc. Strange as it 
may seem to the ordinary mind, the small-fry 
Democratic politicians look on these positions 
as offices which can be given outas repayment 
of Democratic political services. They con- 
stitute spoils, and that is something which 
they never will surrender as long as they can 
help it. The fact that the Judges have so 
little patronage is one reason why it has 
been comparatively easy to get them out of 
politics. 

The Republicans would be well pleased to 
make an agreément with the Democrats divid- 
ing the County Commissioners between the 
two great parties, each to nominate its 
quota of first-class men. But these overtures 
have been coldly repulsed, and there is nothing 
left for Republicans to do but nominate a board 
of first-class candidates and make the best 
possible effort to elect them. The Democrat- 
ic leaders leave them no other alternative. 

The time will come when the members of 
the County Board will be selected on business 
principles, and when after one of them has 
shown capacity for his place the voters irre- 
spective of party will insist on keeping him 
there. But it will not come so long as 
parties are run, as they are to a considerable 
extent in cities, by wire-pullers and ward- 
workers who expect to get their living out of 
the business and who care not whether 
city and county affairs are well or ill-managed, 
so long as they have places where they can 
exchange little work for much money, 


WOLSELEY ON TOLELLANX. 

There will be found in today’s paper an ar- 
ticle by Lord Wolseley on Count von Moltke— 
a clear and appreciative criticism of the mili- 
tary qualities possessed by the real head of 


the German armies during the Franco-Prus- 


sian war. In this article there is a reference 
to McClellan which shows that Wolseley, who 
was at one time inclined to look on him with 
some favor, has arrived at more correct con- 
clusions regarding him. 

Speaking of the influence which a name 
can exercise on soldiers, he mentions the ef- 
fect which that of McClellan unquestionably 
had at one time on the soldiers of the Army 
of the Potomac, especially after the second 
Bull Run, when he was restored to command, 
And then he adds: 

It is curious to note that this confidence and 
belief in McClellan as a General was based on no 
victories, for he had won none, At the beginning 
of the Confederate War the North felt they want- 
ed a hero, a figurehead, a military idol to wor- 
ship, and they set up McClellan. They styled 
him “the young Napoleon, and they insisted 
that he was a great General. 

There is much painful truth in this. A fight 
onasmall scalein the mountains of West 
Virginia, announced in a bombastic bulletin, 
and the indorsement of Gen. Scott, who knew 
but little of him at the time, were enough for 
atime to make easy-minded people believe 
that thesavior of the republic had been found, 
and that there need be no doubt of the speedy 
capture of Richinond and Jeff Davis and the 
defeat of the Southern Rebel armies, The de- 
ception lasted a surprisingly long time. It 
would have been dispelled sooner than it was 
but for the incessant complaint of McClellan, 
believed by many, that the government had 
„failed to support him, though it poured 
out men and means in the utmost profusion. 

Nearly all recognize the fact now that suc- 
cess was not in him, and thatif he had had 
an army as large as that which Xerxes led 
against Greece he would have waited for more 
men and more supplies. He would have made 
an excellent subordinate, but the moment 


that a great responsibility of command fell on 


him he was mentally paralyzed. He could 
win no battles. His soul was in terror when 
the offensive had to be taken. He was a 
political peace-at-any-price General, and not 
an aggressive, fighting one. Hence his popu- 
larity with the Copperteads and 1 Confederates, 


EDUCATION FOR PUBLIC SPIRIT. 

That practical magazine, Lend a Hand, in 
its issue for August, contains a timely and 
suggestive article on Education for Public 
Spirit, which has a bearing upon our own 
public-school curriculum. Now that the 
schools are beginning a new year under new 
auspices, some of its hints are worth consider- 
ation by the board and the new Superintend- 

ent, with the view of ascertaining whether 
they may not be put into practice. 


During the last two or three years there has 


been a decided advancement in the methods 
of our schools. It has been found both prac- 
tical and profitable to interest the pupils in 
matters outside the old cut-and-dried curricu- 
lum. such as manual training, the duties of 
citizenship, the powers of government, the 
responsibilities of voters, the details of polit- 


recognizing the importance of all these, 
Lend a Hand makes the additional sugges- 
tion, and it is a good one, that edycation for 
publie spirit is more needed than education for 
the duties of a voter or thoseof a public officer,

Thus he was able to show to Governor and to 
President that, under the school system which he 
administered, be was preparing in advance the 
soldiers and the officers, who, in time of need, 
would serve the Commonwealth and the Nation. 
Now there was not a boy in that regiment, who, as 
he marched with military precision and sub- 
ordination, did not use the opportunity he had to 
consider his future in a republic. The.lesson to 
him was far more important than any lesson he 
couid have learned that day, as to the augment of 
a Greek verb, or as to the chemical constitution of 
a mineral. That he. also, had his duty to the 
State to learn and to perform. that he was not 
merely a ward of the State or its child, but that 
he was its officer or its servant, this lesson was 
well worth the learning. 

The education for public spirit need not 
in any way conflict with the education de- 
rived from the books or lessen the importance 
of its demands. It should goside by side with 
it. Nor need it be a difficult task, since, as 
Goethe pointed out, boys and girls like 
order and do not in any way resent discipline 
if he who arrays the discipline is a person of 
sympathy and good sense, who takes them 
into his counsels and gives them a fair work- 
ing share of the enterprise in hand.” To lend 
a hand in the concerns of the community to 
which they belong and to feel that they are 
recognized in so doing as an important part 
of that community lies at the bottom of edu- 
cation for public spirit. No one can estimate, 
for instance, the important results of that 
Boston school regiment upon the futures of its 
young soldiers, and this is but one form, the 
military, of public spirit. It should be en- 
couraged by enlisting the interest of the child 
in every movement of the community to 
which it belongs. It strikes us as eminently 
practical and desirable and that the educa- 
tional authorities ot this great city should give 
it earnest consideration. 


An indignant taxpayer has properly called 
the attentior. of the South Park Commission, 
ers to the manner in which streets are being 
invaded by some owners of property abutting 
thereon. Few observant citizens can, have 
failed to notice the fact of these encroach- 
ments by private citizens upon public rights, 
and everybody except the guilty ones must 
admit that the evil isa great one which 
ought.to be checked as soon as possible, It 
is bad enough to have buildings brought out 
to the permissible line on streets which have 
hitherto been noted for the retreating modesty 
of the buildings lining them, but it is a thou- 
sand times worse to allow the architect and 
builder to encroach by means of bay windows 
and other devices upon the area which be- 
longs to the public, not to the individ- 
ual. What is the Building Department doing 
that it allows these things without a word of 
remonstrance? Whatis the department for 
anyway excépt to guard the rights of the com- 
munity from infringement by individuals who 
are destitute of consciences? The Mayor did 
well to order the removal of signs and porti- 
coes which were intruding on the publie do- 
main in the more thickly congested business 
portions of the city, but that nuisance was a 
small one compared with the deliberate and 
permanent appropriation of space inside the 
street lines for residence or business purposes. 
The matter should be taken up at once. 
Every building any part of whieh obtrudes 
over the line should be made to pay a good 
price for the space so occupied as the only 
alternative to tearing down the obtruding por- 
tion, and it should be made to the interest of 
property-owners not to encroach in structures 
erected in the future, nor try to do so. The 
city has a right to make every man pay rent 
for space in the streets occupied by him in the 
present, and to absolutely refuse to permit 
any more space to be taken up in that man- 
ner. 


Tun Economist notes as one of the proofs 
of abundant harvest conditions that the sales 
of harvesting machinery this year have been 35 
to 40 per cent greater than usual, and that if 
the machines could have been supplied the 
increase of sales might have risen to near 50 
percent. The plainest fact now commanding 
attention is the struggle the farmers are mak- 
ing to save the biggest crops ever raised in 
this country. It is occupying the attention 
and brains of producers to the exclusion of 
politics, religion, and even the howls of the 
calamity shouters of the Alliance folly that 
may be designated as Pefferism.’”’ In some 
sections the lack of facilities has caused 
great difficulty in securing the grain. 
It is said that in Northern and North- 
western Kansas they have been obliged 
to let a great deal of the wheat 
„go back into the ground because of sheer 
inability to cut and save it. Much of the buy- 
ing of farm machinery this year has been for 
the replenishment of old stock. The farmers 
were so poor for several years that many of 
them ‘let their machinery run to very poor 
condition without renewing it, and were 
obliged to discount the good crops when they 
saw thein in prospect this season. This ac- 
counts for the fact that the demand for ma- 
chinery has been beyond precedent, while 
fewer new-farms were opened up in 1891 than 
for several years previous. In fact, there is no 
section of the country where a farming boom 
is in progress unless it be in portions of 
Texas, while in Kansas, Nebraska, and the 
Dakotas there has been an abandonment of a 
considerable area previously laid out as gar- 
den spots.” All classes of farm collections 
are reported as easier. 


Tun Minneapolis Tribune complains of 
great and gross discrimination im freight 
rates, tending to draw to Duluth and West 
Superior wheat grown in the Northwest that 
would otherwise seek a market at the Falls of 
St. Anthony. It gives several instances of 
differences of 6 to g cents per 100 pounds 
in favor of Duluth for practically equal dis- 
tances, but says that in spite of this Minne 
apolis has since the close of July received 
nearly twice as much wheat as has gone to 
both Duluth and Superior. This is cited as 
proof that “with equal rates Minneapolis 
would naturally monopolize the hard wheat 
market,” and leave the other two points to 
console themselves with receipts from the 
northeast corner of Minnesota, which 11 
claims is their tributary section. It says: 
All South Dakota points on a certain section 
of the Chicago and Northwestern are 182 
miles nearer to Minneapolis than to West 
Superior, yet it 1s held to be no discrimina. 
tion because the rates are the same.” These 
are vexatious differences, but they are no 
worse than some of those under which 
Chicago commerce labored at a disadvantage | 
for several years, while complaints about 
them were sneered at by certain papers in and 
near Minneapolis as signs that the trade 
Chicago was being lost to places which 4 
served it better.

DEDICATION OF THE GRANT MONUMENT. 


Gen. Miles Issues an Order Regarding the 
Formation of the Parade. 

The Executive committee of the Grant Mon- 
ument Association met yesterday noon and 
listened to a communication from Gen. Miles. 
The General asked that a number of citizens be 
assigned to staff duty Oct. 7. at the unveihng 
of the Grant monument at Lincolo Park. His 
communication also said that he would detail 
a body of regulars, besides the Fort Sheridan 
troops, to participate in the exercises. 

A number of other communications have 
been received, most of them bemg from mili- 
tia companies of other States, asking for a 
place in the parade. 

No business of importance was transacted, 
but the committee is well satisfied with the 
way in which the arrangements have been 
made and predicts a magnificent turnout. 

Preliminary instructions have been issued 
by Gen. Miles for the government of the pa- 
rade Oct. 7. As necessity may develop these 
orders may be changed. | 

Civie societies that have not already re- 
ported may report to Col. M. D. Birge, No. 
146 La Salle, chief marshal of the division. 

The order reads as foliows: | 

Cnc, DL, Sept. 18, 1891.- General orders No. 
1 


The civic and military organizations taking 
part in the dedication of the Grant monument 
will be assembled on the Lake Front Park not 
later than 10 o'clock p. m. Wednesday Oct. 7. 

The organizations will be formed in masses 
facing Michigan avenue in the following order 
— ft to right: 

First Division— Will be composed of one di- 
vision of the city police under command of Chief 
of Police R. W. MeUlaughry, in columns of com- 
panies, the first on foot, to be followed by mount 
ed police. . 

Second Division— Will be composed of a regi- 
ment of United States infantry, a battery of 
United States artillery, aregiment of the National 
Guard, and the cavalry of the National Guard, in 
the order named. 

Third Division—Will be composed of the Soci- 
eties of the Army of the Tennessee, the Army of 
the Potomac, and the Army. of the Cumberland. 

Fourth Division—Will be composed of the Pres- 
ident and the ex-Presidents of the United States, 
the Governors of States, the orator, aud other 
invited guests in carriages, 

Fifth Division—WilL be composed of the mem- 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republic under 
command of the Department Comm inder. 

Sixth Division—Will be composed of veterans 
and the Sons of Veterans. 2 

Seventh Division— Will be composed of civic 
societies. 

The procession will move to Lincoln Park in 
the following order: The movement will com- 
mence from the left, che division of police moving 
as advance guard forthe procession, to be fol- 
lowed by the other divisions in the order above 
enumerated. It will march north on Michigan 
avenue, crossing Rush street bridge, thence north 
on Rush street to Bellevue plage, thence east to 
Lake-Shore drive, thence north to the Grant 
monument in Lincoln Park. 

The procession arriving at that point will be 
formed as follows: the police will immediate- 
ly take the position designated to clear and 
hold the grouné to be oceupjed by the pro- 
cession : the military will take position in line 
of regiments closed in mass to the west of the 
monowment facing east; the third division will 
go into position to the east of the monument 
facing west, as will be hereafter designated; 
the fourth division will take position desig- 
nated to the east of the monument facing west, 
near the platform of the orator; the fifth and 
sixth divisions will take positions on the east 
of the monument facing west on ground to 
be hereafter designated. 

All organizations should be in columns of 
companies two ranks deep, with not less than 
sixteen files front. 

Commanders in crossing Rush street bridge 
will give directions to break step but keep or-

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WILL MEET THE HUNTERS RATES. 


Other Roads Follow the Grand Rapids and 
Indiana and Michigan Central. 

The challenge contained in the announce- 

ment that the Grand Rapids and Indiana and 


the Michigan Central roads will make hunters’ 


rates via Chicago, Mackinaw, and St. Ignace 
to points in Northern Michigan and Wisconsin 
has been accepted. The Chicago and North- 
western, Milwaukee and St. Paul, Wisconsin

The rate, however, must be no higher to the 
competitive junction beyond. 

The Alton will make a one and one-third 
round trip rate from Illinois points to the fol- 
lowing points: Convention of Preach- 
ers’ Association, Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 3-8, 
American Missionary Association, Cleveland, 
O., Oct. 27-29. Thus the rate of the Central

“There has been a great deal of talk 
about the great crops the West had to mar- 
kot,“ a grain shipper said yesterday, but 
few people realize what enormous facilities 
are required for handling 1,000,000 bushels of 
grain a day. They suppose, of course, that it 
can be handled without any difficulty, but, as 
a matter of fact, great abjlity is required to 
keep this great flood moving.“ 


The Wabash Extension. 

The Wabash will soon begin work on its 
new line from Chicago into Detroit. It is cal- 
culated that the nevessary bonds can be floated 
within sixty days. The issue will be 33,500, 
000. The English vonditolders are now fully 
satistied that the extension is a good thing and 
they have given their consent to the project. 
An officer said it was not true, as reported, 
that the Canadian Pacific or any other com- 
pany would help the Wabarh to build the line. 
The extension will meet the present main line 
from St. Louis to Detroit at a point a few 
miles south of the Michigan and Ohio bound- 
ary line, and it is claimed that the new route 
from Chicago to Detroit will be as short as 
the Michigan Central. 


EAS RAISED LAND VALUES 40 PER CENT, 


Effects of the Rain- Making Experiments of 
Dyrenforth and Melbourne, 

The rain-makmg experiments of Prof. Dy- 

renforth and Frank Melbourne in Texas and 


Wyoming have attracted the attention of land- 


boomers in the adjoining States, cspecially in 
New Mexico, and Col. W. S. Wise of San An- 
tonio says the Maxwell Land Grant company 
has raised its prices at least 40 per cent. 

„And the increase was made all on account 
of the success Messrs. Dyrenforth and Mel- 
bourne had in squeezing rain from a clear 
sky,“ said Col. Wise when at the Palmer 
House yesterday. Tne Maxwell Land Grant 
company controls 1,700,000 acres in New Mex- 
ico and one month ago advertised to 
sell its land in large tracts at a 
certain price. But recently when would- 
be purchasers went to the company 
to make arrangements to secure the property 
they were informed that prices had gune up, 
and that the reason for the increase was the 
success of the rain-makers. The men who de- 
sired to purchase a 500 or 1,000 acre tract were 
also informed that the company had decided 
not to sell land in such large slices. So you 
see it is not only the farmer who is getting the 
benefit of the experiments, but the d- 
boomers as well.“ 


„Colorado Republicans are all for Blaine, 
and we will come to Chicago in 1892 solid for 
him.“ said Judge G. Q. Richmond of Denver 
at the Grand Pacific yesterday. Judge Rich- 
mond is one of the Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court of Colorado. Everybody in 
Colorado is in favor of Blaine. The silver 
question will. not affect the feeling toward 
Blaine. Some of our Republicans think we 
ought to have free, unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver.

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JEWISH ARGUMENTS ON SUNDAY 
OPENING OF THE FAIR, 


The Interests of the Wageworkers Demand 
That the Gates Shall Not Be (losed— 
It Is the Only Day They Will Be Able 
to Attend—Review of the Matter by the 
“Jewish Reform Advocate,” Edited by 
Dr. R. G. Hirsch of Chicago. 

Jewish Reform Advocate (edited by Dr. 
E. G. Hirsch): Not merely the Jews have 
their Sabbath fanatics; our neighbors, the 
non-Jews, are troubled by them as much as 
we are. Quite an army of them invaded re- 
cently our city [under the leal of Col. Shep- 


ard and Prof, Patton] and consumed the time 


of the National Commission having in charge 
the World’s Fair with their weary and thread- 
bare arguments iu favor of closing the doors 
of the Exhibition on what chey choose to call 
the Lord's day. One is at a loss which to ad- 
mire the more, the self-assurance of these 
gentlemen who appareutly have no fear to bid 
defiance to common sense, or the persistency 
with which old errors will cling to life. One 
thing must be placed to their credit, however. 
They carried out a well concerted plan. No 
stone was left unturned. ‘hey presumed to 
read a lesson ia patriotism and in religion to 
their sauditors. For according to them the 
Sunday, as they desire to have it observed, is 
both an American institution and a Christian 
holiday. 

With our own [Jewish] Sabbatarians, they 
share the miopia which fails to detect that the 
Sabbath arises from human necessity and is 
not grounded on a divine command. Our 
own Sabbatarians have, of course, the advan- 
tage, if the orthodox line of reasoning is to 
be adupted. The New Testament thevlogians 
have, indeed, no warraut [in their Gospels] 
for the assumption that the Sunday is a day 
divinely instituted. They should, therefore, 
not lay too mach stress on this point. Nor 
are the advocates of Sunday closing more for- 
tunate in their plea that the American Sun 
day must and shall be preserved. For they 
clearly overléok the fact that the larger part 
of our polyglot population is not of Puritan 
descent: And it is the Puritan Sabbath they 
have in mind when they name it the Ameri- 
can. in contradistinction to the Continental 
European Sabbath. The Puritan Sabbath is 
the child of certain theological notions which 
only a minority of America’s present inhabit- 
ants hold. 

it has become customary to speak of the 
Puritan Sabbath as the exact reproduction of 
the Jewish Mosaic Talmudical Sabbath. 
Those that in this wise would make Judaism 
responsible for this perversion of the intents 
and purposes of the Sabbath day, display woe- 
ful ignorance of the true character of the Jew- 
ish Sabbath, For the Jews notwithstanding 
all the legal cautions which had to be borne in 
mind, the Sabbath wasaday of joy. The 
Calvinists turned it into a gloomy reminder 
of inan’s doom and depravity. They made it 
a prison-house for the human soul: and by 
very force of reaction ainst Puritanism 
could not but issue the equally erroneous view 
which would hold the Sabbath day the proper 
occasion for riot and revelry. e Sabbath 
is a day which man needs for recuperation and 
rest, Rest is primarily cessation from usual 
labors. It is a beneficent provision of the 
law and one which every well-wisher of 
humanity will, as far as he is able, pre- 
serve on the statute book, which prescribes 
that one day out of every seven be marked 
by the suspension of the tasks and the toils 
which burden the other days. For with these 
provisions ‘expunged, conrpetition will soon 
succeed in foreing upon all seven days’ work 
at six days’ wages. It is in the interest of all 
wage-workers that reasonable measures be 
taken by the State to mesure to all the rest of 
one day. But rest is more than cessation 
from work. Man is so constituted that one 
or the other of his many functions and organs 
must be active. If proper recreation is not 
allowed, improper — — take invariably 
their place. ‘The interests of the non- 
churched are therefore also to be considered. 
Fair play for all is preacribed by the true 
Americau spirit. And in the question which 
the directors have soon to decide, this Ameri- 
canism should above all prevail. 

An exhibition such as that which will in- 
vite to our city all the nations of the earth 18 
certainly invaluable as a humanizing agency. 
Its lessons are as impressive as are those ex- 
posed by altar and church; they are as uplift- 
ing. Sunday will be the only day for the 
working people to visit the Exposition grounds. 
They cannot spare the time on any other day 
of the week. ‘Lhe very interests of the work- 
ing classes would thus most emphatically 
seein to demand that the doors )be open Sun- 
day. For the argument that ten other 
workmen will have to forego their rest 
is certainly one of the flimsiest. It is a 
law in all things that the greater good of the 
community entails sacrifice on a limited num 
oer. Arrangements will certainly be possible 
to minimize this sacrifice on the part of those 
at work on the Fair grounds. Ortbodox 
church people have no scruple to have their 
voachman work for them on the Sabbath, 
and yet his is not a work of necessity or char- 
ity. Why then would they now begrudge to 
hundreds of thousands an opportunity which 
will never be before them again, to enjoy its 
advantages without entailing upon them a loss 
of time or wages? They, above all others, 
should remember that the Sabbath was made 
for man, and not man for the Sabbath. 


BIG LAKE SHIPMENTS OF WHEAT. 


The Largest Amount Sent Forward Lester

The only thing that 
prevented an advance to4 cents was the fact that 
the ore rate from Escanaba shows no sign of ad- 
vancing above the dollar mark, however much grain 
freights may boom.

It is doubtiess a matter of general knowl- 
edge that the bodies of casks and barrels are 
composed of a number of tapered staves, 
which are assembled together, held in position 
and hooped up. By a novel and ingenious 
method of manufacture casks are now being 
manufactured from one piece of wood, and 
therefore without any staves, or, it may be 
said, with only one, the body constituting in 
itself a long, single stave. The method of 
preparing the body of the cask may be likened’ 
to the sharpening of a lead pencil bya ket- 
sharpener. The stem. of the tree is first cut’ 
up into pieces or logs of a length according to 
that of the barrel requi 
boiled for two or three 
closed vessel to soften the wood, 
a current of electricity being passed through 
the water the whole time. From the boiler 
the log of wood is taken to the machine; 
where it is held at each end horizontally be- 
tween two points, much in the same way as a 
piece of wood is held in the lathe. Rotation 
is given to the piece of timber, which is ad- 
vanced towards a broad blade fixed on a 
frame having a slot init in a line with the 
edge of the blade, just as in a plane, which the 
cutting part of the 1 ＋ may be said to 
resemble. As the trunk of the *ree is re- 
volved against the blade a continuous sheet 
of wood is produced of any desired thickness. 
The wood is drawn out flat from the rear of 
the machine by hand onto a table. The 
sheet of wood thus obtained is cut trans- 
versely into pieces each of the required 
length for one barrel. The pieces are 
then passed through a grooving machine, 
which cuts the groove in which the 18 
eventually fitted. Another machine cuts V- 
shaped pieces at intervals out of the edges of 
the pieces of wood, which are then easily bent 
round into a cylinder and flrinly hooped, the 
V-shaped slots enabling it to assume the 


necessary conical form at each end. There 


is thus only one joint in the body of the cask 
or barrel. The casks are afterwards dried in 
a special apparatus, after which they are ready 
for use. A factory is in operation im Ger. 
many manufacturing these casks, some of 
which we recently examined at the offices of 
the Oncken Patents Syndicate, 10 Old Jewry 
Chambers, on, Wewere also shown a 
model of the machine and some samples of 
wood of various thic i ing some 
exceedingly thin veneers.—London Times.

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STORY OF WAR I 
) * 


Just AS IT WAS @RINTED NEARL 
- ‘PHIRTY YEARS AGO. 


It Was Published as News Then and Makes 


“Mighty Interesting Reading“ Even 


Now. Arrest of Two Rebel Spies, Their 
Trial, Sentence, and Execution—How 
They Bamboozled a Union Colonel, 
Gave Him the Slip, and Were Finally 


Caught, 

Heapquarters Post, Franxiix, Tenn., 
June 9, 1863.—Last evening about sundown 
two strangers rode into camp and called at 
Col. Baird’s headquarters, who presented un- 
usual appearances. They had on citizens’ 
overcoats, Federal regulation pantsjand caps. 
The caps were covered with white flannel have- 
locks. They wore side arms, and showed 
high intelligence. One claimed to be a 
Colonel in the United States army, and called 
himself Col. Austin; the other called himself 
Maj. Dunlap, and both representing them- 
selves as Inspector-Generals of the United 
States army. They represented that 
they were now out on an _  expedi- 
tion in this department inspecting the 
outposts and defenses, and that day before 
yesterday they had been overhauled oy the 
enemy, and lost their coats and purses. They 
exhibited official papers from Gen. Rosecrans, 
and also from the War Department at Wash- 
ington, confirming the rank business. These 
were all right to Col. Baird, and at first satis- 
fied him of their honesty. They asked the 
Colonel-to lend them $50, as the had no coats 
and no money to buy them, Col. Baird loaned 
them the money and took Col. Austin’s note 
for it. Just at dark they started, saying they 
were going to Nashville, and took that way. 
Just as soon as their horses’ heads were turned 
the thought of their being spies struck Col. 
Baird, he says; like a thunderbolt, and he or- 
dered Col. Watkins of the Sixth Kentucky 
Cavairy, who was standing by, to arrest them 
immediately. But they were going at light- 
ning speed, Col, Watkins had no time to call 
a guard, and only with his orderly he 
set out on the chase. He ordered 
the orderi to unsl his carbine, 
and if, when he (the Colonel) halted 
them, they showed any suspicious mo- 
tions, to fire on them without waiting for an 
order. They were overtaken about one-third 
of a mile from here. Col. Watkins told them 
that Col. Baird wanted to maké some further 
inquiries of them, and asked them to return. 

his they politely consented to do, after 


some remonstrance on account of the lateness» 


of the hour and the distance they had to travel, 
ami Col. Watkins led them to his tent, where 
he placed a strong guard over them. It was 
not until one of them attempted to pass the 
guard at the door that they. even suspected 
they were prisoners. Col. Watkins immedi- 
ately brought them to Col. Baird under strong 
guard. They atonce manifested great un- 
easiness, and pretended great indignation at 
being thus treated. Col. Baird frankly told 
them that he had his suspicions of their true 
character, and that they should, if loyal, ob- 
ject to no necessary caution. They were very 
hard to satisfy and were in a great hurry to 


get off. Col. Baird told them that they were 
under arrest, and he should hold them prison- | 


ers until he was fully satisfied that they were 
what they purported to be. He immediately 
telegraphed to Gen. Rosecrans, and received 


the answer that he knew nothing of any such 


men, that there were no such men in his em- 
ploy or had his pass. 


Long before this dispatch was received, how- | 


ever, every one who had an opportunity of 
hearing their conversation was well satisfied 
that they were spies. Smart as they were 
they gave frequent and distinct evidence of 
duplicity. After this dispatch came to hana, 
which it did about 12 o’clock (midnight ) a 
search of their persons was ordered. To this 
the Major consented without opposition, but 
the Colonel protested against it, and even put 
his hand to his arms. But resistance was use- 
less, and both submitted. When the Major’s 
sword was drawn from the scabbard there 
were found etched upon it these words: 
* Lieut. W. G. Peter, C. S. A.“ At this dis- 
codery Col. Baird remurked: Gentlemen, 
you have played this d——d well.“ Tes, 
said Lieut. Peter, “and. it. came near 
being a perfect success. Then they con- 
fessed the whole matter, and upon further 
search various papers showing their guilt were 
discovered upon their persons. Lieut, Peter 
was found to have on a rebel cap, secreted by 
the white flannel havelock. 

Col. Baird immediately telegraphed the 
facts to Gen. Rosecrans and asked what he 
should do, and in a short time received an 
order to “try them by a drum-head court- 
martial, and if found guilty to hang them im- 
mediately.“ The court was convened, and 
before daylight the case was decided and the 
—— informed that they must prepare 
or immediate death by hanging. 

At daylight men were detail to make a 
scatfold. The prisoners were visited by the 
chaplain of the Seventy-eighth Illinois, who, 
at their request, administered the sacrament 
to them. ‘lhey also wrote letters to their 
friends and deposited their jewelry, silver 
cups, watches, and other valuables for trans- 
mission to them. 

The gallows was constructed by a wild 
cherry tree not far from the depot and in a 
public place. Two ropes hung dangling 
from the beam, reaching within eight feet of 
the ground. A little after 9 o’clock a. m. 
the whole garrison was inarshaled around the 
place of execution in solemn sadness. Two 
poplar coffins were lying a few feet away. 

Twenty minutes past 9 the guards conducted 
the prisonersto the scaffold. They walked 
firmly and steadily, as if unmindful of the 
fearful precipice which they were approach- 
ing. The guards did them the honor to march 
with arms reversed, 

Arrived at the place of execution they 
stepped upon the platform of the cart and 
took their respective places. The Provost- 
Marshal, Capt. Alexander, then tied a linen 
handkerchief over the face of each and ad- 
justed the ropes. They then asked the privi- 
lege of bidding a last farewell. This being 

ranted, they tenderly embraced each other. 

‘his over, the cart moved from under them 
ali they swung in the air. In two minutes 
thé Lieutenant ceased tostruggle. The Colonel 
caught hold of the rope with both his hands, 
and raised himself up for about three min- 
utes and ceased to struggle at five minutes. 

At six minutes Dr. Forrester, surgeon Sixth 
Kentucky Cavalry, and Dr. Moss, Seventy- 
eighth Illinois Infantry, and myself, who had 
been detailed to examine the bodies, ap- 
proached them and found the pulse of both 
full and strong. At seven minutes the Colonel 
shrugged his shoulders. The pulse of each 
continued to beat seventeen minutes, and at 
twenty minutes all signs of life had ceased. 
The bodies were cut down at thirty minutes 
and coffined in full dress. The Colonel was 
buried with a gold locket and chain on his 
neck. This locket contained a portrait and a 
braid of hair of his intended wife; her por- 
trait was also in his vest pocket. These were 
buried with him at his request. Both men 
were buried in the same grave—companions 
in life, misfortune, and crime, companions in 
infamy, and now companions in the grave. 

I should have stated in another place that 
the prisoners did not want their punishment 
delayed, but, well knowing the consequences 
of their acts, even before the trial, asked to 
have the sentence, be it hanging or shooting, 
quickly decided and executed, but they depre- 
cated the idea of death by hanging, and 
asked for a commutation of the sentence to 
shooting. 

The elder and leader of these unfortunate 
men was Lawrence Williams of Georgetown, 
D. C. He was as fine-looking a man as I have 
ever seen, about six feet high, and perhaps 30 
yearsold. He was a son of Capt. Williams, 
who was killed at the battle of Monterey. He 
was one of the most intellectual and accom- 
plished men that I have ever known. I have 
never known any one who excelled him asa 
talker. He was a member of the regular army 
with the rank of Captain of cavalry when the 
rebellion broke out, and at that time was 
aide-de-camp and private secretary to Gen. 
Winfield Scott. From this confidence and 
respect shown him by so distinguished a man 
— judged his education and accomplish. 
He was first cousin of Gen. com mand-

They came 
into our camp and went all through it, min- 
utely inspecting our position, works, and 
sources, with a portion of their traitorous in- 
signia upon them, and the boldness of their 
conduct made their flimsy subterfuges almost 
successful. 

To the last, however, they denied bemg 
spies. They claimed that they were endeavor- 
ing to get through our lines in order to visit 
friends in the North and Europe. But this 
story was so poorly matured that when either 
told it it would not hang together, and there 
was little resemblance between the accounts 
which the two gave. The arrest so completely 
confounded them that they were never able 
afterward to recover from it. 

The unfortunate men made no complaint at 
the severity of their punishment, except that 
they deprecated theignominy of being ed, 
They were too well informed not to know that, 
upon conviction of bei spies, they must 
suffer death, and hence they expected it and 
made no complaint. 

Col. Ortou, who recognized Col, Watkins as 
soon as he saw him, told him that he barely 
escaped with his life when the arrest was 
made—that he had his hand on his pistol to 
kill him and escape. Had it been any one else 
he would have done so. 

Col. Orton delivered his sword and pistols to 
Col. Watkins and told him to keep and wear 
them. He also presented him with his horse, 
which he valued at $5,000, and asked him to 


treat him kindly for his sake. 


DEPEW WENT SLUMMING IN LONDON. 


England, the Champion After-Dinner 
Talker Says, Is Heavily Democratic. 


New York, Sept. 17.—Mr. Depew arrived 


on the Teutonic yesterday. True to the cus- 
tom which they established when. their chief 
first went abroad, the employés of the New 
York Central railroad went down the bay in a 
chartered steamer with a lot of invited guests 
and gave him a right royal welcome. For an 
hour Mr. Depew entertained his friends most 
delightfully, telling them stories of his ex- 
periences in the Orient and new impressions 
he had formed of Continental Europe. He 
started by paying an eloquent tribute to the 
memory of Maj. J. M. Bundy, the newspaper 
man whodied abroad recently. Of him he 
said: We will join in the sentiment that a 
more honest journalist never wrote, and a 
truer friend in cloud and sunshine never stood 
upon earth.“ In the course of the talk which 
folluwed he said: 

Having viewed so often the brilliant side 
of London's social life, it occurred to me that 
I would take a view of its dark side. One 
Sunday morning in a garb which was a cross 
between that ‘of a costermonger and a pick- 

ocket I traversed the Whitechapel district. 

t was a sight impossible to see anywhere else 
in the world. The streets were so crowded 
that it was almost impossible to wedge your 
way through. Every few feet was some mer- 
chant, male or female, selling cast-off clothes 
or household furaiture. I saw rags held u 
there for sale that nowhere in America woul 
find any place except in the ash barrel, and 
the ashman in picking it over would refuse to 
carry it home. Such poverty, such misery 
such wretchedness, * „. seething furnace o 
ignorance, and all that attends upon hopeiess- 
ness, I never saw before and never expect to 
sec again. I felt that this great city, with its 
magnificent palaces, with every evidence in 

art of it of the largest wealth, the greatest 

uxury, the most liberal expenditure, 
rested upon a voleano which only needed 
the force of civilization to bring upon ita 
catastrophe which would shock the world. 
Miserable as these people have been always, 
their misery is a thousand-fold intensified by 
pauper immigration, Great Britain has estab- 
fished no barrier, as we have, and imposed no 
rules whatever. It is the dumping-ground for 
all Europe for misery which must starve or go 
somewhere. It goes to London and competes 
there with a condition so much better than its 
own that in the wages it accepts, in the work 
it does, it is reducing the British working men 
and women of the great cities to a dangerous 
point for British peace and prosperity. It is 
a lesson for us to take to ourselves whether 
the barriers which we have already should not 
be increased, and whether notices should not 
be sent all over the world that ‘we have sym- 
pathy, we have humanity, but keep your pau- 
pers at home.“ 

Mr. Depew then went on to tell of his ram- 
bles through Greece and Turkey with Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt. He then touched lightly 
on the great European question of the day, 
and said that the possibilities of war there 
now depended on the young Emperor of Ger- 
many keeping his head and Lord Salisbury 
keeping quiet. The destiny of Europe was 
now in the hands of these two men, 

In speaking to the reporters later Mr. De- 
pew said that he had not heard of the Roch- 
ester nominations until Gen. Husted had 
whispered them to him that morning. He 
liked the Republican ticket from top to bot- 
tom, and thought it would fight well against 
any opposing ticket that could be nominated. 
He said that the World’s Fair Commissioners 
have been well received abroad, but merely 
as diplomatic representatives. The Fair 
needed booming as a business enterprise, The 
people across the water did not yet really un- 
derstand what it was. 


WAR ON A TELEPHONE MONOPOLY. 


Baltimore Subscribers Banded Together for 
Protection. 

Bactrmorg, Md., Sept. 17.—A general meet- 
ing of the Telephone Subscribers’ Protective 
Association was held here to take steps to in- 
augurate their fall campaign. Last spring 
the druggists began to fight the company on 
account of an order which had been issued 
calling for a charge of 10 cents for every one 
of their patrons who used the telephone. As 
they were paying from $100 to $150 a year 
each for a service which has been notoriously 
unsatisfactory they rebelled. 

The company is a monopoly, and a very 
rich one, and it at once met the rebellion with 
a cast-iron contract which the druggists could 
refuse to sign only on the penalty of having 
their telephones removed. They decided to 
fight, and started the movement, which in 
spite of the summer dullness has reached a 
membership of 800, with increasing accessions 
from physicians and business houses. They 
have collected facts showing that cities of only 
a fraction of Baltimore’s size bave telephones 
at from 30 to 50 per cent lower rates than Bal- 
timore. They will make their main contest 
before the Legislature, and in the meanwhile 
will do all they can to decrease the number of 
telephones in the city. The company will rely 
on its political influence to defeat legislation 
affecting its toils. 

The company has decided to establish pay 
stations in certain parts of the city. Its latest 
offer to the druggists is thas for a rental of 
$125 a year it will permit the telephone sub- 
scriber to charge what he deems proper for 
the transmission of messages, or will 1 — a 
telephone in a store if assured that min- 
imum of calls will bring a revenue of $1 per 
day, the company to receive 75 per cent of the 
receipts, This offer is laughed at.

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M. QUAD’S EXPERIENCES DURING THE 
INDIAN WARS OUT WEST. 


The Whole Sioux Nation After His Scalp— 
Captured in the Fog by a Band of 
Mounted Warriors—Running the Gaunt- 
let Between Lines of Savage Indians— 

Reserved for the Stake, but Rescued by 

the Fortunate Arrival of the Troops, 

During the Indian troubles which followed 
the close of the Civil War I was attached to 
various Western forts and camps as scout and 
dispatch rider, and in that capacity had my 
full share of adventures. It was my fortune 
or misfortune almost at the outset of my 
career to strike the Sioux a blow which made 
them forever after hungry for my life.. This 
was in 1866, while they were pretending to be 
at peace, but actually killmg every white man 
who was found outside the forta, I was then 
at Fort McPherson, and while carrying a dis- 
patch to a small body of troops stationed on 
the Saline Fork of the Kansas River I en- 
countered a small band of Indians. This was 
about 10 o’clock in the forenoon, I saw them 
emerge from a dry ravine and head to cut me 
off, and at once halted and dismounted. I was 
then on the crest of a ridge, and close toa 
natural sink which would make a good rifle- 
pit. It was big enough to shelter my horse as 
well, and I was all ready for the redskins be- 
fore they knew I had taken the alarm. 

While not in war paint, they showed every 

other sign of hostility, and 1 knew that if I 


owners within five minutes. There wasn’t a 
Winchester rifle among the Indians at that 
time and not one in ten had seen one. I had 
one, while the nine redskins before me had 
old-fashioned muzzle-loading -rifles, and I 
believed I could surprise them. They were 
led by a subchief named Little Feather and 
among the nine were two others named White 
Water and Running Bear. These three sub- 
chiefs were warriors of renown and were then 
on their way to attend a council and a war- 


ance, 

It was Little Feather who summoned me to 
surrender on pain of being burned at the 
stake, and he was the one who directed affairs 
when I shouted my refusal. The nine spread 
out, mounted on their ponies, until they half 
encircled my refuge, then, at a signal, they 
came charging up the slope, each one yelling 
enough to split his throat. Lying on my face, 
with a dead rest for my rifle, I tumbled Little 
Feather and White Water out of their saddles, 
and that stopped the charge. As they checked 
up I killed Running Bear, and before they got 
out of range I wounded one of 
The living galloped off, and I carried two 
ponies and all the accouterments of the dead 
chiefs safely into the fort. In a work entitled 
„The Pioneers of Nebraska, pages 365-6, is 
an account of this fight, but nota very accu- 
rate one. The number of killed is there put 
down at five and the name of Running Bear 1s 
given as Yellow Bear. 

It soon became known among the Sioux 
what had happened, and every branch,of the 
great tribe swore to have my life. A reward 
vf ten ponies was offered to anyone who 
should kill me, and twenty if I were taken 
alive. I was advised by everybody to clear 
out of that locality, but 1 refused to go until 
the long-expected war finally broke out and I 
was attached to a moving column. The 
threats of the Indians had not greatly dis- 
turbed me, as I knew they would always be 
trying their best to capture a scout, no matter 
if they had never heard of him. Those were 
days when every white man on the plains 
lived a year in gs week and never forgot 
fora moment that his life was in continual 
Several 2 as I afterwards

slipped through. 

7 was flnally made prisoner under singular 
circumstances. I was returning from the fly- 
ing column to Fort Wallace with dispatches, 
I had set out soon * dusk and made a good 
twenty-five miles when a heavy fog settled 
down on the plains. It wouldn’t have both- 
ered an Indian to keep the points of the com- 
pass, but after I had turned and twisted among 
some dry ravines I had to own up that I was 
lust. My horse was just as bad off. When I 
gave him his head he cametoa stop. The 
only thing to do was to dismount and wait for 
daylight. I was sitting on the ground, not 
feeling a bit sleepy, and my horse was lying 
down, when a band of thirty-seven Indians, 
all mounted, walked right on to me through 
the fog. I heard the footsteps of their horses, 
but could not locate them in the fog until too 
late. When I leaped up it was with the thought 
that I might make a break for it on foot, but 
before I could turn they were all about me, 
and in another minute I was made prisoner. 

The Indians were as much surprised as I 
was, and it was broad daylight before they 
identitied me. Up to that time they had 
treated me fairly well. When it was known 
that I was the scout whose life they had so 
long thirsted after half a dozen bucks tried 
their best to tomahawk me on the spot. 
When their angry excitement had cooled 
down there was as much rejoicing as if they 
had captured a fort. Six warriors were called 
out as a guard, and soon after sunrise I was 
put in their charge and started for a big Sioux 
village on Deer Creek, between the two forks 
of the Republican River. I was, of course, 
disarmed. Then my elbows were tied to- 
gether, my feet tied under the horse, and for 
fear the horse would run off with me he was 
led by a lariat. 

At noon we made a halt of half an hour 
and I was given about half a pound of jerked 
buffalo meat as my share of the noonday 
meal. My arms were unbound that I might 
eat, but the whole six constantly kept their 
eyes on me. When we setoff again I was 
bound as before and we rode at a gallop until 
10 o’clock at night before the village was 
reached. I understood the Sioux lingo very 
well, though I did net let on to, and the talk 
as we rode was anything but pleasant to me. 
It was agreed that 1 would be put to the tor- 
ture, and that it would be made to last as long 
as possible. 

‘hen we reached the village I was placed 
in atepee and my arms unbound. They re- 
fused to cast the lashings off my legs, though 
three of the bucks stood guard outside. I was 
so stiff and sore with the ride that I could not 
have taken five steps had they turned me loose 
and told me to go. I got not a wink of et 
that night, and it was not until about 8 o’cloc 
next morning that my legs were freed. It was 
a village of eighty lodges, and the one I occu- 
ied was almost in the center of the collection. 
f couldn't have escaped had they left the tent 
unguarded, but they took no risss. There 
were always two and sometimes four of the 
bucks squatted outside of the lodge, and out- 
side of these a circle of squaws and children. 

It was the third day after my capture be- 
fore I was disturbed. Then most of the war- 
riors having returned to the village on pur- 
pose to witness my death I was led out at 
3 o’clock in the afternoon to undergo the 
preliminary to actual torture. This is run- 
ni the gantlet. There were as near as I 
could judge sixty men and boys in each line, 
and the lines were four feet apart. each 
one been armed with a switch to strike me it 
would have been punishment enough, but 
they were allowed to use clubs and sticks and 
tomahawk handles. When I looked down the 
line I felt that there was no show for me to 
make the run, and yet 1 must make the at- 
tempt. You may ask why I did not obsti- 
nately refuse, and let them do their worst then 
and there. Because I was hoping for them 
to show me a little merey. They would tor- 
ture me, but not so cruelly as if I refused to 


run, 

I got as good a ready as I could and when 
the signal came I sprang away at the top of 
my speed. Blow after blow fell upon me 
while the savages shouted their 282 aud 
to my great surprise I at le reached the 
end of the lines.

A LAND OF WHEAT. 


Aud It Is Too Frequently of Killing Sum- 
mer Frosts, 

About the middle of last month a slight 
tinge of yellow began to steal over the sea of 
Waving green in the great wheat fields of 
Manitoba. One day the Pacific express on 
the Canadian Pacific railroad went west in 
four sections with 1,500 Ontario farm hands, 
all bound for the great harvest fields.

From the bosom of 
those plains, some level as a floor, as in Man- 
itoba, some undulating, as in Minnesota or 
Dakota, we are drawing the nourishment the 
ages have accumulated. g 

Over the wide plains of Manitoba once 
rolled the waters of an inland sea. The south- 
ern edge of the great ice sheet in the glacial 
epoch prevented the escape of north-flowing 
streams, and they formed a mighty lake. 
Bowlders from the Rocky Mountains, or from 
the eastern Laurentian hills, are now seen here 
and there, where they were drop by float- 
ing ice cakes, many hundreds of miles from 
their place of origin. Then came the reces- 
sion of the ice, the disappearance of the great 
lake rich in cretaceous and nitrogenous 
elements, and in course of time rose a mighty 
forest, as great and de it is believed, as 
those which now cover the Pacific slopes of 

coast mountains. It is certain also that 
great forests covered these plains before the 
giacialepoch. For some reasons the forests 
2 and grass came to cover the 
plains. 

It is almost inconcejvable to those who 
travel for days over the 1,000 miles of treeless 
plains between Winnipeg and the Rocky 
Mountains that here the giants of the forest 
once reared their lofty heads, shielding 
with their dense oliage the earth 
that is now exposed to the full blaze 
of the summer sun. Last month August 
the air of northern Washington and southern 
British Columbia was thick with the smoke of 
burning forests, and, in all probability, fire 
was a most important element in destroyi 
the timber that once covered the plains nort 
of our Western States. 

The lake deposits, the forest wths, were 
among the elements that hel to produce 
the almost inexhaustible wheat-bearing soil 
of Manitoba; and today her farmers are 
happy in the prospect of test harvest 
they ever reaped. It is believed that the 
wheat of Manitoba will average thirty bushels 
to the acre. Many farmers say it will average 
from forty to forty-five bushels, Men who 
have seen many seasons of Minnesota wheat 
raising said in Manitoba last month that they 
had never looked upon such wheat fields be- 
fore. Those great fields stretching for scores 
of miles around Brandon, Portage la Prairie, 
and Deloraine are worth crossing the con- 
tinent to see. Last month the waving ex- 
panse of dark green verdure was most pleas- 
ing to the eye. The stalks stood as thick as 
they could grow, were unusually high, and the 
ears were proportionately long and well filled 
with the plum of grain. Our own wheat 
growers in Dakota Minnesota will be glad 
that their Manitoba brethren are fully to 
the blessings of this bounteous year. 

If these Manitoba farmers had time to visit 
us in the East now they would smile at our 
patches of stunted grain just as tourists fresh 
from the plains of Manitoba and Minnesota 
do as they gaze upon the oats and wheat of

PROSPERITY IN MEXICO. 


President Diaz’s Speech on Opening the

paper. Building—Some Important Down- 
Town Sales, 

Promises of a reviving activity which the 
last few weeks have shown are being fully 
borne out. A week ago it was said that there 
was the most interesting market there had 
been since last spring. The statement may 
be again repeated concerning last week’s 
operations. Every day brought forth several 
developments affecting down-town property, 
and the week’s list of sales is by no means 
discouraging. There seems to be great activity 
in dowa-town schemes. The most important 
one that developed concerns the Gillette prop- 
erty at the southwest corner of Dearborn and 
Madison streets. An arrangement is partial- 
ly carried through which ifcompleted will in- 
clude the sale of this property and the erec- 
tion of a high office building. The price on 
which the transaction is based is one which 
should leave any weak-kneed holder of down- 
town property quite free from fear 
that the eggs is at present depressed. 
A price of $12,000 a foot for the Madison 
street frontage, or $130 asquare foot for the 
| whole corner, is one that must bring a read- 
justment in owners’ ideas of values if it can 
be demonstrated that such a price is war- 
ranted. The projectors of the new building 
are able to tigure out a handsome income on 
euch a valuation after the property is im- 
proved according to their ideas. If property 
will pay an income upon such valuations that 
must be the final test, and it is then for no 
one to say that the values are too high. 

The sale of this Dearborn and Madison 
street corner offers a striking comparison with 
the sale also last week of another Madison 
street corner just three blocks west, at Fifth 
avenue. These two corners are situated much 
alike. They are not far from the same size, 
and the purchasers both contemplate their 
improvement with sixteen-story buildings. 
The price of one is at the rate of $62 a square 
foot and of the other $130 a square foot. 

One of the most satisfactory points in the 
outlook is the strength of the renting situa- 
tion.

The people are now looking forward to 
prosperous times, A few months ago the fear of 
a greatly unsettled financial situation became 
general, and its effect was felt upon the oper- 
ationg’of small purchasers as completely as in 
larger transactions, The returned con dence 
is now as quickly manifested among the smail 
purchasers as it is among the capitalists. The 
prospect for a really active general market 
seems better today than it for several 
months. It is a prospect that is based upon 
the solidest sort of 1 Every one be- 
lioves that a period of unusual prosperity is to 
follow the great harvest of this year. That 
must lead to the accumulation of funds seek- 
ing investment, and when the situation gets 
into that form no one interested in Chicago 
reai estate questions the certainty of demon- 
strating to capital the desirability of invest- 
ment in this market. 

While there is an improvement all through 
the line of real estate operations, the notable 
feature of the week was the consummation of 
large transactions in the business district. 
The volume of business in medium sized 
transactions, sales of $10,000 to $20,000, say, is 
still unsatisfactoril smail, and there is room 
for a great deal o improvement before the 
market gets back to anything like the activity 
that ruled during the first World’s Fair ex- 
citemert. It is moving in that direction, how- 
ever. There is an increased interest in every 
sort of property, and if the next few months 
brings the abundance of funds seeking invest- 
ment that the enthusiastic believers in the 
good results of our crops are counting on 
there should be a market after a while that 
will satisfy any one.

The Gillette Property Lease Determines a 
Valuation of $130 a Square Foot. 

Negotiations are well under way for a lease 
of a down-town corner Which, if successfully 
carried through, will be one of the most im- 
portant events in the history of Chicago real 
estate. 

E. L. Gillette agrees to lease the southwest 
corner of Madison and Dearborn streets to 
the Hartford Safety Deposit company, a com- 
pany formed of prominent local capitalists, 
for a term of ninety-nine years. The lessees 
are to pay $60,000 for the building, $23,000 for 
the first year’s rental, $24,000 for the second, 
$25,000 for the third, and $26,000 for 
the fourth. The rental for the remainder 
of the term is $27,000 a year. 
The terms of the lease represent a capitalized 
valuation of $600,000 for the corner. This is 
equivalent to $12, 000 a foot for the Madison 
street frontage, or about $130 a square foot. 
The property has a frontage of fifty feet on 
Madison street and ninety-two and a halt feet 
on Dearborn street, 

Comparisons will naturally be made be- 
tween the valuation 22 upon this corner 
and that placed upon corners in the vicinity 
recently leased. corner directly across 
Madison street, 20x40 feet, was leased on a 
basis of $187.

NOISES NO ONE CAN ACCOUNT FOR. 


The “ Barisal Guns — What Occasions the 
Remarkable Sounds? 

Among the strangest of phenomena are the 
explosive noises that have been heard for years 
over half the large area of the Ganges delta, 
and that have not yet been assigned to any 
satisfactory cause. The noises, for lack ofa 
better name, have long been known as the 
Barisal guns, so called from Barisal, the chief 
town of the district to which they are mostly 
confined. These startling sounds were the 
subject of along discussion at a recent meet- 
ing of the Asiatic Society of Bengal, but the 
learned members are no nearer a solution of 
the mystery now than when it was first dis- 
cussed and written about, nineteen years ago. 

The sounds resemble the explosion of bombs 
or the thunder of heavy guns. They occur at 
quite regular intervals, but most fréquently in 
the rainy season, and their usual accompani- 
ment isa southerly wind. They are heard 
along 100 miles of thecoast and up the many 
branches of the delta from 50 to 100 miles in- 
land, and due north as far as the Garro Hills, 
about 150 miles from the coast. The low 
lying, swampy coast region for 
fifty miles inland is thinly inhabited, 
and, strange as it may appear, no. one ever 
seems to be at or near the place where the 
noises originate. The meeting of the Asiatic 
Society was prolific of theories as to the cause 
of this phenomenon, but no theory was sup- 
ported by evidence entitling it to much 
weight. ‘The noises are variously assigned to 
atmospheric electricity, to subterranean or 
subaqueous agencies, to the bursting of bam- 
boos—which last, however, p ces a noise 
more like the crack of mustetry than the 
boom of artillery—and also to the breaking 
of the tremendous surf rollers along the 
northern shore of the Bay of Bengal, the 
sound of which, it is u „is borne far in- 
land along the river channels. The discussion 
showed chiefly that the learned men were 
sadiy perplexed, and the only conclusion they 
reached was that as yet sufficient data have 
not been collected to trace the sounds to their 
origin. Noises are sometimes found to be of 
rather elusive nature, as our elevated railroad 
managers discovered years ago when they 
tried to get at the true inwardness of the roar 
and rattle of their trains. Inasmuch as the 
phantom cafions of{the Ganges delta do not 
seem to be loaded to kill it is possible they will 
long continue a mystery. 


COL. H. CLAY KING MUST HANG, 


Motion for a New Trial Overruled and Sen- 
tence Passed. 

Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. 17.—Unless the Su- 
preme Court shall interfere in his behalf Col. 
H. Clay King will be hanged in this city Nov. 
6 for the murder of David H. Poston 
March 10. . 

The morning of March 10 Col. King stepped 
from a doorway on Main street, opposite 
Court-House Square, and shot down Lawer 
David H. Poston, who was hurrying to the 
court-house on important business. Poston 
died a few hours later. King at once gave 
himself up and was committed to jail without 
bail. The trial,a few months afterwards, 
lasted thirty-two days, and the jury. after 
nearly two days’ deliberation, brought in a 
verdict of guilty of murder. A new trial was 
applied for, and this morning Judge Du Bose 
overruled the motion. 

There was a brief pause, a deathlike silence, 
for more than a minute after the Judge had 
finished, during which Col. King sat perfectly 
stolid, with a fan pressed tightly against his 
lips. . Then Judge Greer, his counsel, arose 
and in a few words said that the prisoner 
excepted to the judgment of the court in over- 
ruling the motion. There was another pause 
of a minute, when Judge Du Bose, looking up 
from the manuscript that he had been arrang- 
ing. said: Let the prisoner come forward. 

nstantly Col. King rose from his chair and, 
with nervous step but immovable coun- 
tenance, stepped a few paces towards the 
bench and looked steadfastly in the eyes of 
the court. In a distinct voice the Judge said: 

It is the judgment of this Court that you, H. 
Clay King, shall be committed to the eounty 
jail, ana there be safely kept by the Sheriff 
until the 6th day of November, 1891. when be- 
tween the hours of 10a. m. and 1 p. m. the 
Sheriff shall within the jail or an inclosure 
adjacent to the jail, take you to a gallows 
therein constructed and hang you by the neck 
until you are dead. 

The prisoner stood like a statue through the 
dread ordeal, and when the Court had finished 
he turned on his heeland walked firmly 
back to his chair. 

Maj. Weatherford then announced that an 
appeal would be taken to the Supreme Court, 
atter which Col. King, between two deputies, 
was taken back to jail.

A NEW COMPETITOR IN OIL, 


Outsells America in Kerosene at 
Calcutta. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 17.—A letter 
from Calcutta received today states that in 
one important branch of commerce Russia is 
likely to become a formidable competitor 
with America, This refers to the export of 
kerosene oil. India has become a very large 
consumer of this product, and, as little oil has 
been found in the East, the home product 
amounts to absolutely nothing. Occasional 
discoveries have been made with promismg 
results. Burmah is said to be rich in oil, but 
the field has never been developed, and ig not 
likely to ever damage either Russian or 
American trade. But two good oil-wells have 
been reported in India. 

Imports of kerosene oil from Russia are 
now in excess of those from the United States. 
In the three months of the current official 
year the total imports from America were 
6,600,688 gallons, and from Russia 7,953,539 
gallons. Special facilities have been created 
in Calcutta for this trade and it has developed 
rapidly. 

The market here is almost entirely run out 
of California canned fruits. Pears and 
peaches are not available, and there is no rea- 
son why more liberal supplies should not be 
sent forward from California. Good fruit is 
so difficult to get in India that it is in great 
— and the fruits in tins are very accep- 

able.

The German, Dr. Kluwzinger, an excellent 
authority for all that concerns Upper Egyp 
declares that an unaccustomed head ex 
there to the sun even fora brief space of 
time is liable to sunstroke symptoms—* faint- 
ing, headache, excited circulation, somno- 
lence, extreme feeblen and not seldom 
even instant death.“ In his peregrinations 
around the Cradle of the Biue Nile,” E. A, 
De Cosson could well understand how fever 
lurked upon the Soudanese plains when the 
sun was boiling the blood in his veins and the 
air he breathed was at the temperature of a 
baker’s oven. A tropical shower made the 
big drops almost hiss as they struck the baking 
ground. The water-skius perspired like hu, 
man beings, and they were fast becoming 
empty by evaporation. The Arabs of the 
desert, he observed, had long, thick under 
eyelashes to screen their eyes from the up- 
ward glare of the burning sands, such as are 
rarely seen upon the inhabitants of colder 
chmates. Fora real furnace-blast, to make 
the brain reel and to bake up the very, marrow 
in one’s bones, he had never in all his life felt

Water, Blessed Water! ; 

In his darmg expedition across Africa the 
Englishman, Cameron, relates that the hot 
ground scorched his feet 8 thick boots, 
knitted stockings, and socks. hen entering | 
one village he was near dyi 
thirst, and his agony was inc 
black natives crowding around to stare at him. 


Water seemed unattainable, but an old man | 


at last handed him acalabash full of it, and 
he never felt so much like blessing a man as 
then. C. J. Anderson encountered excessive 
heat in his explorations of Southern Africa. 
and his violent thirst could not be appeased by 
water, half-boiling as it was. He says: We 
experienced precisely same sensation as 
when standing before the mouth of a heated 
oven. The quicksilver rose to such a_height 
as almost to make us doubt our eyes. The 
greatest of African travelers, David Liv- 
mgstone, tells how the hot wind in the Kala- 
hari Desert marked every wooden thing not 
made in the country, shrinking the best sea- 
soned English boxes and furniture. The na- 
tives of one section he visited used to spend 
the time of the greatest heatin their huts, 
which were comparatively cool during the day 
and hot and stifling at night. While those who 
could afford it guzzled beer and felt cooler at- 
ter the evaporation of the resulting perspira- 
tion, the chief’s attendants kept him in good 
spirits with their frolics and dancing went on 
until after midnight, the whole forming a 
striking picture of the African way of beguil- 
ing the heat. Before his recent travels in 
darkest Africa Henry M. Stanley confined 
his marches in Congo tothe morning hours on 
account of the heat, and of the climate he 
wrote: Ihe sun is the only real enemy to the 
European.“ 


EXTERMINATING THE RIVER HORSE. 


How the Natives Get Away with the Pon- 
derous Hippopotamus. 

One of the circus companies now traveling 
in this country is in the habit during the per- 
formance of turning its immense hippopota- 
mus out of its cage and the unwieldy animal 
follows its master around the hippodrome 
track with as much docility as a pet dog could 
exhibit. It is evident that in captivity the 
hippopotamus is anything but a fero- 
cious animal, and the story that 
the late Capt. Francois, the Congo 
traveler, told of him as he spiashes about in 
his native waters or suns himself on the sand 
banks indicates that the hippopotamus, though 
not a beautiful beast, still has his lovable 
traits. Von Francois was a German explorer, 
whose observations for altitudes and geo- 
graphical positions in the part of the Congo 
basin he visited were long the most reliable 
data of that sort the map makers could get. 

I am not sorry, he said, that I have not 
taken part in hippopotamus hunts. It seems 
a pity without any g reason to shoot 
these Garber beasts as they huddle together 
on the sand-banks. These animals are alinost 
incredibly innocent and unsuspicious, and 
they seldom take the trouble to move when 
they see a hunting-canoe 82 Though 
great numbers of them have been shot, the 
idea that the hunting canoes bring danger 
never seems to dawn upon them. n- 
less some restriction be soon placed upon the 
hunting of the hippopotami, in those waters 
the great beasts will become 80 scarce as to be 
curiosities there. It is to be hoped that the 
Congo State will soon give its attention to this 
matter. The evil would not be so great if bet- 
ter use were made of the skin of the animals. 
Their valuable hides are seldom taken, and 
their bones, which might serve a variety of 
useful purposes, are left to bleach on the 
shores. Often, too, the river affords a grave 
for the unfortunate animals. 

The prediction of this explorer seems rapid- 
ly to be coming true. Letters from Leopold- 
ville this year say that the hippopotamus 
hunters have now to travel many miles for 
their prey, which was formerly found in great 
numbers within easy reach of the station.

While 
he was steaming upthe river one day Mr.

They had not been engaged in this work more 
than five minutes before they were surrounded 
by a great crowd of natives, who watched the 
operation with the keenest interest. The 
tongue and best parts of the flesh were re- 
served for the steamboat hands, who then left 
the animal and gave the natives a chance. 

With uplifted knives the crowd rushed upon 
the remains and began to slash away on all 
sides. Scores of the natives could not get 
near the body, and they began to push and 
pull their more fortunate comrades with 
frantic eagerness.

the Council favoring it, which report was 
adopted by the Dominion Cabinet, but was 
subsequently overruled by the British Govern- 
ment. The opinion is expressed that Thomas 
McGreevy received from Larkin, Connolly & 
Co. corruptly over $130,000; that he received 
$42,000 out of the Baie des Chaleurs railway 
subsidies without investing anything; that he 
was owner of the steamer Admiral while sit- 
ting in Parliament; that his denials in Par- 
liament were false, and that his action was a 
violation of the Independence of Parliament 
act. 

In conclusion, they say that the enormous 
sums of public money to Larkin, Con- 
nolly & Co. for extras show that this firm ac- 
quired a controlling influence over the Minis- 
ter of Public Works through Thomas McGree- 
vy; that the engineers, Perley and Boyd, 
would have no motive in defrauding the pub- 
lic unless it was to please Sir Hector Lange- 
vin; and that the fruits of the frauds referred 
to went either into the pockets of the con- 
tractors, towards the funds of the Conserva- 
tive v. or to support Le Monde, Sir Hec- 
tor Langevin’s newspaper.

make exorbitant profits on contracts. The 


bern of one firm amounted to nearly 


,000,000 on a total expenditure of only a 
little over $2,000,000. Several hundred wit- 
nesses have been examined at Ottawa. It is 
in evidence also that a great deal of govern- 


ment money has been improperly distributed 
to certain newspapers under the guise of gov- 
‘ernment printing, and that Senatorships have 
been virtually sold for money expended in the 


political support of the government, and that 
largest manufacturers have se- 
cured protective legislation for their particu- 


lar benefit on the payment of large sums to 


the government election fund. 
Testinony has also been taken to show that 


the agents of the governinent, both in high 


and low executive positions, have profited dis- 

ing through their 
hands, and that they have received various 
sums from contractors to whom contracts 
have been awarded at exorbitant prices. 

The most recent exposure is that of Mr. 
Mercier, the great Catholic leader of Quebec, 
who, it is asserted, drew extensively on the 
public funds, and, it is alleged, not for elec- 
tion purposes alone. 

The Canadian people have been greatly 
scandalized by the exposures. Some of their 
writers, Goldwin Smith and others, have been 
discussing the causes.

BENEDICT ARNOLD'S STRANGE HOME- 
STEAD IN NEW HAVEN. 


A Queer Old House Built to Command Ad- 
miration, but Filled with Secret Stair- 
cases and Underground Passages — Evi- 
dence of Its Use for Illicit Trade- How 
a Hole Can Be Pulled In After the Vis- 
itor — Interesting Relies of the Old 
Colonial Days. 


There is an old house in the City of New 
Haven which even there, in the midst of so 
many historic associations, possesses more 
than ordinary interest. This is, or was, the 
home of Benedict Arnold in the days of his 
greatest prosperity. 

With increasing fortune this ambitious, 
aspiring man had found the little old house 
where he first lived tar too small and unpre- 
tentious. He aimed to be great, and a great 
man must have a great house. So down on 
the water front, which in those days was the 
fashionable promenade, he erected his stately 
new home. So great was its magnificence for 
those sober times that persons stared and 
wondered where the money came from, for 
neighbor Arnold was only an apothecary, and 
though apothecaries’ profits were proverbial 
even in those days. they were not considered 
great enough to warrant such display. 

Good, innocent people! He was engaged 
in secret business far more lucrative than that 


of drugs, and his new home, while it gratified

To see this house, and to see it from cellar 
to attic, was one of the objects of a certain 
Chicago woman in a visit to New Haven. The 
old homestead stands now far from the fash- 
ionable or even the respectable part of the 
town, and the once convenient water has re- 
ceded several blocks. The ontlook, which 
must have been very beautiful over the har- 
bor to the sound beyond, is now dreary 
enough, with a railroad building in the fore- 
ground and further on the forlorn old struct- 
ures usually found near the water’s edge. The 
house has been converted into a tenement, 
and its external appearance indicated a doubt- 
ful cleanliness within; but after a few mo- 
ments’ deliberation it was determined to risk 
it.

The house is almost square, with a broad 
hallway extending through the middle, a stair- 
way in the rear, and three rooms on either 
side.

and night by a marine outside. Think of all 
that glory! It doesn’t happen every day, I 
want you to understand. Well, I met 
Capt. Leemy. He's an unusually nice 
man, even for the navy, and he treated 
me beautifully. But his apartments! Two 
rooms as large as an ordinary sitting-room 
and parlor, with a little semi-circular Thenry 
at one end. Everything was furnished ex- 
quisitely with panels and ceilings of California 
woods, vel vet carpets, leather-cushioned chairs, 
everything that could be thought of to make 
them beautiful and comfortable. 

The dear little apprentice was waiting out- 
side for us and when we said good-by to the 
Captain our guide was told to take us just 
where this lady wished and what the Captain 
BAYS goes. 

‘his lady’s first choice was to see the en- 
gines; so we weat down two long flights of 
narrow iron stairs to the place where they 
make the wheels go round. There are two 
horizontal compound engines, port and star- 
board. The head engineer was brought out 
to explain things and he did it m 
great shape. He said the horse-power 
was 7,500 and the speed 18% knots. 
Then I wanted to see the place where 
they keep the powder. It’s on the same floor 
(?) with the mess-room, and in case it gets too 
warmlike they turn a little screw and let in 
the ocean. Then we saw the kitchen, then the 
mess-room—an interesting sight as the crew 
were eating supper, waiting on themselves, 
and using tin dishes. It's an enormous room 
amidships, and every inch of available space 
is utilized.

The 
hammocks, suspended from the beams, are 
eighteen inches apart at nights by day they 
are stowed away. The lockers are here, too— 
two feet square and made of strong wire net- 
ting.

MELVILLE D. LANDON. Mr. Landon (for Mel- 
ville D. Landon is the somewhat mellifluous 
name that is his by birthright) has met a great 
many people in the course of his life, and as 
his specialty is that of a story-teller he 
has been met by them in the spirit of his pro- 
fession and they have spent most of their time 
in “swapping’”’ anecdotes. 

In the book before me, which the Cassell 
Publishing company will issue next week, Mr. 
Landon has gathered together a rich harvest 
of these stories as they fell from the lips of 
Abraham Lincoln, Grant, Sherman, W. R. 
Travers, Artemus Ward, Chauncey Depew, 
Horace Yorter, Bret Harte, O. W. Holmes, 
Josh Billings, Mark Twain, and many others. 
It has been his aim to make an amusing book, 
and he has accomplished it. Most of the 
stories are new to print, and tnose that are 
not were told so long ago that they come with 
all the force of freshness to a new generation. 
Mr. Landon begins with the stories that have 
been told by others and gradually reaches his 
own. Most of those that he repeats were told 
to him in person, so that we seem to be get- 
ting them at first hand. 

Mr. Landon says that his first intention was 
to make this book an autobiography, but on 
wiser second thought he decided to make it a 
volume of “reminiscences, jokes, and anec- 
dotes. 


I can hardly recall the name of a distinguished 
man in America that 1 have not met. I re 
member of talking with William H. Seward in 
1561, while he swung in a hammock in the back- 
yerd of his Lafayette square house—the very 
house where Sickles killed Philip Barton Key and 
which is now occupied by Secretary Blaine.

The Board of Freeholders before mentioned 
in criminal cases and inflicts 
animals caught in a district are 
lumped ther and the money divided 
among the hunters according to num ber 
of people in their households. When an Esqui- 
mau steals, his share and that of all his family 
are sometimes forfeited. On the birthday of 
the King of mark every native is given a 
quart of a sort of peas pudding and a glass of 
rum. It is considered a terrible thing to lose 
this. In the case of the poisoning and bury- 
ing alive of the insane girl, mentioned before, 
every inhabitant of the settlement was de- 
prived of this treat.

creases all the time. At present there are 


about 10,000, almost equally divided between 
the north and south inspectorates. A census 
is taken of every person, every winter house, 
tent, sledge, dog, gun and blubber cache in 
the country. Thirty-two bears was the total 
catch in oneyear. About the same number 
of natives were drowned by the upsetting of 
the kayak, which is a canoe very difficult to 
balance one’s self in. 

It 1s difficult to get a native to speak any 
Danish. They speak more English to the 
whalers than they can ever be induced to 
speak Danish to the officials. It is pretty much 
a case of once an Esquimau always an Esqui- 
mau. In former days the government encour- 
aged the marriage of Danes with Esquimau 
women, but it did not prove a success and it 
is now absolutely forbidden. It was found 
that the wife remained an Esquimau through- 
out. Inspector Anderson was instrumental in 
bringing about the new order. Even the Dan- 


‘ish families find their children becoming lit- 


tle Esquimaux and refusing to speak anything 
but the language of their nurses and play- 


mates. 

Mr. and Mrs, Elias Raun—the man is the 
one before mentioned as being inter viewed 
last winter caught a seal and gorged them- 
selves with it tosuch an extent that for two 
days they could not move twenty feet. All 
they could do was to lie on their backs and 
grunt with joy and digest. When seal are 
plentiful they lie around and anyone can have 
all he wants. Then comes a time of famine, 
when the meat is so scarce that holders will 
not.sell at any price. 

The natives, the Danes complain, are losing 
all their skill with their original impleinents. 
Very few of them can catch a seal with aspear 
or harpoon, having lost the art. They 3 
on the gun. When an uimau bears down 
upon a seal he puts a white sail in the front 
part of his boat to hide the boat and himself, 
the sail blending with the ice and fooling the 

The entire number of sealskins sent an- 
nually to Denmark is less than 40,000, the 
number that a Newfoundland sealer will some- 
times catch in four weeks during the sealing 
season in the spring. Of course, the Green- 
landers use up thousands of the skins for 
clothes and many are sold to whalers and 
chance visitors like those on the Kite. 

The output of ivory is very small and per- 
haps 1,500 pounds is as much eiderdown as 
they get. A couple of thousand blue foxskins 
are secured, which, of course, are very valua- 
ble. All these figures, of course, are approxi- 
mate and are not those of the Greenland cen- 
sus, which are not made public, but are kept 
only for the information of the company, 

At Godhavn it was necessary for the Kite to 
take in ballast, and Prof. Angelo Heilprin, 
the leader of the expedition, chartered a good- 
sized scow and seven Esquimaux to get rocks 
forthis purpose, each man charging 26 cents a 
day for his services. The loading was done 
in avery primitive way. Each rock was han- 
died separately and passed up the ship’s side. 
Iwo men stood in the boat lifting up the 
stones to the deck, where two men received 
them. Another pair carried them to the 
hatch and turned them over to the custody of 
a final man, who drop them below. While 
this was being done Prof. Heilprin made his 
famous expedition with Frazer Ashhurst and 
secured the now famous meteorite. 

It would have been just as easy for those 
who carried them to the brink of the hatch- 
way to let them drop, but it seemed necessary 
to «ill time, and so they had a special man to 
drop thern. 

Gov. Carstens wanted very much to get a 
cat as there was none in Godhavn—in fact not 
one that he knew of in all Greenland, though 
some books say that the Danish women bring 
them out. There were two cats on the Kite, 
the personal property of Second Mate Dunphy. 
He took great pride in them, and it was pretty 
well known that he would not part with one. 
So at * Mr. Carstens carried one off, 
Dr. Robert N. Keely presenting it to him. 
The cat was put in a pillow slip and with great 
ceremony and squirming it was taken ashore. 
Next morning all the women and children in 
Godhavn called at the house to see it. Mr. 
Dunphy missed it the day after sailing and 
spent several days hunting for it. Au awful 
explosion was looked for when the truth 
should be revealed. 

Greenland has a paper currency of her own. 
The Danish crown, of about 27 cents, is the 
standard. This is divided into 100 ore, the 
smallest coin circulated. It is about a quar- 
ter of a cent. 

Paper money or scrip, specially printed for 
Greenland, is used in the denominations of 25 
ore, 50 ore, and 1 crown. Seals and polar 
bears adorn this currency, and the paper is so 
well thumbed by the Esquimaux that one can 
smell the seal oil in it a block away. 

Greenland has no postage-stamps. Not a 
great deal of mail matter leaves the country. 

hat which the Kite’s party sent was stam 
by the Governors with Danish stamps, taken 
to Denmark in the trading vessels free, and 
there mailed. 

During the absence of the Kite north Gov. 
Carstens used to some advantage a butterfly 
net and specimen bottle left with him by Levi

him several good things in the insect line.

After 
they had made the rounds the English gentleman, 
turning to the United States man, said, I am 
told that you have this fair here every year, and 
that it has always been well patronized. That is 
surprising to a Londoner. As you know, London 
isthe greatest city on earth. Besides its own 
population it has an immense vonulation to draw 
upon within a radius of fifty miles. And yet Lon- 
don cannot support an annual exhibition like 
this. You know what Il mean. The people won't 
turn out in sufficient numbers to warrant an an- 
nualexhibit. You Americans are the greatest 
people for shows on the face of the globe. In Lon- 
don some forty years ago, as 1 remember it now, 
London had an exhibition and it was a great suc- 
cess. It was liberally patronized by royaity. In 
1880 the Prince of Wales, with the aristocracy, 
undertook to establish an annual exhibiffon. It 
was called the Fisheries. It paid well. The fol- 
lowing year another exhibit was held. It was 
called the Healtheries. It did not pay. The third 
year they had what they called the {nventories. 
All these exhibitions had good attractions, but 
they began to dwindle after the first one, and 
they were discontinued after the third one. As 
long as the royalty came out the people came out. 
But the royalty could not come out every day. 
Even royalty has its rights. When the Princess 
of Wales had a day at the fairs the crowd came 
out in great droves. But the Princess couldn't 
come every day, and when she didn't come of 
course the people would not come. Our people 
are great on following the royalty. In respect to 
exhibits Chicago is ahead of London. I take off 
my hat to Chicago.“
